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GOVERNMENT CLASSIFICATION 
OF CHEMICAL IMPORTS AND 
EXPORTS INADEQUATE. 


Every new advocated during 
the period since the beginning of the 
European war, in August, 1914, by the 
representatives of the manufacturing 
and marketing industries of this coun- 
try has been in the direction of more 
systematic and more scientific conduct 
of the nation’s business. The cry has 
been not only for information as to the 
machinery incident to the transaction 
of business in fields thrown open for 
the first time through the exigencies 
of a world war, but also for cumula- 
tive and working analyses of both for- 
eign and domestic trade conditions in 
detail, that we might the better and 
the more wisely seek new markets for 
American products. 


The labors of the Federal Trade 
Commission and the amplified reports 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce and of the Consular Ser- 
vice have mirrored the new American- 
ism in industry, but, with all the ma- 
terial vouchsafed the producer and 
marketer in this country, there yet re- 
main fully as important problems to 
be solved and fully as vital questions 
to be answered, not alone in the crea- 
tion of new outlets, but in making 
broad and clear and straight the high- 
roads of bigger and better business.

The Reporter this week devotes sev- 
eral pages to the presentation of an 
argument and the citation of examples 
culled from all sections of the world 
looking to the revision and amplifica- 
tion of one of the several important 
branches of statistics furnished by the 
government—those relating to chemi- 
The writer, Dr. Bernhard C. 
Hesse, chairman of a special] commit- 
tee appointed by the American Chemi- 
cal Society to devise a practical meth- 
od of obtaining a revision of our chemi- 
cal list, presents a tentative list made 
up from items currently reported by 
foreign countries and by different bu- 
reaus of our own—in addition to those 
ordinarily cited in reports of imports, 
exports, etc.—and urges co-operative 
thinking and planning, not only by 
members of the society with which he 
is connected, but by members of all 
other chemical societies and associa- 
tions and all those engaged in chemi- 
cal pursuits of any industrial and 
commercial] aspect in this country. 


cals. 
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Inspection of the chemical lists of 
European countries during the past 
twenty years, Dr. Hesse asserts, so far 
as they relate to chemicals and allied 
materials, shows that these lists have 
been very greatly expanded, much 
more so, in fact, than our own, and in 
general each European country seems 
to arrange its list with a view to giv- 
ing its own. people the largest amount 
of detail of the manufactures of other, 
and presumably rival, nations, while at 
the same time giving as little promi- 
nence as possible to such of its own 
industrial output figures as might 
prove of advantage to others. 


Just at tis time, when the coal tar 
chemical industry in this country 
seems on the verge of permanent ex- 
pansion as regards dyestuffs, medicin- 
als and other synthetic products, and 
when for the past two and one-half 
years the large chemical producers of 
this country have enjoyed a period of 
unparalleled prosperity, it has become 
imperative that authoritative advice be 
given both as to the nature of our do- 
mestic market today and as to what it 
may develop into in the not far dis- 
tant future. Such information is ab- 
solutely essential to any intelligent at- 
tempt to become independent of for- 
eign supplies when, the barriers of war 
lifted, the laboratories and govern- 
ment-subsidized plants of Europe turn 
to us for a market and for financial 
rehabilitation. 

As Dr. truly says, there can 
be no debate on the general proposi- 
tion that the more we know about our 


Hesse 


market requirements the more likely 
we are to upbuild a domestic indus- 
try, not alone in chemicals and dye- 


stuffs, but in many other lines of pro- 
duction. 


The number of different chemical 
materials and products that this coun- 
try will continue to use in the future 
will not be diminished—if the experi- 
ence of European nations during the 
past two decades is any criterion, it 
will be very largely extended. The 
time for amplification of existing gov- 
ernment lists is indubitably the pres- 
ent, since the longer the task is post- 
poned the more difficult it will become, 
and the more demand it will make 
upon government resources. 

In preparing to present their request 
to the government for the added in- 
formation outlined in Dr. Hesse’s ar- 
ticle, the committee, very wisely, is 
insistent upon obtaining as mature 
and as complete a _ presentation of 
what the majority of those likely to be 
affected by the information agree upon 
as can be collated. In other words, 
the list should be as definite and as 
close to final form as it can be made. 

Taking the ground that they do, that 
this matter is vital to the interests of 
the chemical industry of this country 
and to every one engaged in it, the 
committee has named itself as a clear- 
ing house through which all requests 
can be submitted in final form to gov- 
ernment officials, and in form not only 
to interest but to enlist the active co- 
operation of the officials who must of 
necessity supervise the details of the 
collection and the presentation of the 
facts sought. 


We are heartily in favor of the step 
proposed by Dr. Hesse and his asso- 
ciates, and we trust that the success- 
ful fruition of their labors may be but 
a stepping stone to similar enlarge- 
ment of the field of government sta- 
tistics in every industry in interna- 
tional commerce, or which may even- 
tually enter world fields. The chem- 
ical industry in this country today is 
in vital need of every fact that can be 
vouchsafed it officially, and we trust 
that the response to the invitation ex- 
tended by the committee of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society will be so gen- 
eral and so intelligent and so enthu- 
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siastic that no government barrier 
can be interposed. 

The very reasonableness of the re- 
quest, at first sight, may militate 
against an immediate unanimous par- 
ticipation by the industry, but any one 
who reads the tentative list as printed 
on pages 16, 17 and 18 of this issue, to- 
gether with Dr. Hesse’s argument in 
advocacy, will not hesitate to assist as 
an individual in any way in his power 
to bring about this much-to-be-desired 
step toward truly helpful and intelli- 
gent participation by the government 
in business. 

The petitioners ask no subsidy, no 
protection for any infant industry or 
moribund business; they ask informa- 
tion which the government is in a po- 
sition to give them—and they should 


get it.

DELIVERING DYESTUFFS STILL 
IN BOND—THE REAL MYSTERY 
OF THE DEUTSCHLAND. 


Jules Verne, the father of imaginary 
subsea exploration by steelclad sub- 
mersibles, as set forth in his famous 
20,000 Leagues Under the Sea’’ and its 
sequel, “‘The Mysterious Island,” gave 
his imaginative gifts no greater play 
than has been developed by the so- 
esteemed prosaic American business 
man since the German submersible 
Deutschland steamed through the 
murky waters of Baltimore harbor and 
stirred up a cauldron of rumor that 
swept the country. 

There has been no change whatever 
in the general status of the Deutsch- 
land and her cargo since the lines 
were first cast ashore and the envelop- 
ing screen of barges, searchlights and 
omnipresent tugs and guardians took 
up their duties of keeping the public 
in the dark. The Reporter in its first 
issue following the arrival stated the 
exact number of cases in the submersi- 
ble’s cargo—3,042—gave the aggregate 
weight—less than 230 tons—and named 
A. Schumacher & Co., of Baltimore, as 
the consignees of the cargo, and the 
Eastern Forwarding Company as the 
firm to which the submarine was con- 
signed. These facts were at first ig- 
nored by rumor-mongers, but of late 
have become generally accepted. 

Since that time thé Reporter has 
given the other facts as they have 
developed: That the cargo consigned 
to A. Schumacher & Co. will be sold 
in due course of trade; that contrary 
to first reports the shipments of dyes 
were not from German manufacturers 
to their American agents, but were 
more in the nature of a private venture 
in which men connected with the North 
German Lloyd are financially inter- 
ested, although the Lloyd company has 
no direct share in the voyage; that the 
dyes are in highly concentrated form 
and will undoubtedly—when distrib- 
uted—bring an_ exceptionally high price. 

The cargo of the Deutschland is still 
in the custom house at Baltimore, and 
will remain there indefinitely under the 
jurisdiction of the Collector of Customs 
at that port, in the original packages, 
which will remain unbroken, and which 
will be allowed to remain untouched 
for a year, unless the consignees, Schu- 
macher & Co., make a declaration of 
the cargo. The consignees asserted 
positively on Saturday last that the 
customs entry on the Deutschland 
cargo had not been started. They fur- 
ther stated that they would sell the 
cargo and would have no difficulty in 
so doing, as demands had been received 
from all sections of the country. 

These facts are not compatible with 
the offers reported by textile people 
and others of dyes “via Deutschland.” 
In the case of certain New England 
mills the prices named were so much 
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below the market quotation for the 
non-concentrated product that the mill 
buyers naturally expressed great jubi- 
lation, which manifested itself in op- 
timistic reports in the columns of the 
daily press. This jubilation, however, 
was short-lived, for, within the past 
few days, the original prices cited were 
superseded by revised quotations which 
were as high in proportion as the first- 
named prices were low. Since none of 
these prices, as far as can be learned, 
made by the Baltimore con- 
signees, our references to Jules Verne 
and ‘The Mysterious Island’ can be 
readily understood, 

That this is not an isolated example 
of the triumph of hope over actuality 
is evidenced by the statement that or- 
dinarily reliable sources, both in New 
York City and in Boston, claim to be 
offering for immediate delivery aniline 
dyestuffs received per Deutschland, 
and, to bear out the claim, reports are 
made of sales within a few days of 
50U-pound barrels of scarlet at $12.50 a 
pound, ordinarily $1.25; green at $8 a 
pound, ordinarily 50c.; and phospherene 
at $4.50 a pound, ordinarily 75c. And 
yet at the time these sales were re- 
ported to have been made “for imme- 
diate delivery” not a package of the 
submersible’s cargo had been broken, 
not a manifest had been received, and 
not a single line of the customs entry 
—without which not a single package 
could be turned over to the consignees 
by automatic government regulation— 
had been made with the customs offi- 
cials!

It might be suggested that these of- 
ferings were in reality the result of 
submarine effort, possibly of delvings 
in cellars of warehouses where such 
packages of dyestuffs could have been 
-knowingly—overlooked, but the car-

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WAR-TIME MARKETS, AND THE 
NEW MOVEMENT TOWARD 
NORMAL PRICE CONDITIONS. 


The price ranges from the outbreak 
oz the European war, in August, 1914, 
down to the present time, the parallel 
development of American exports, and 
the remarkable prices obtained for the 
chief items in American export trade, 
are indicated in very much condensed 
form in the monthly summaries issued 
from official sources, but in such a pres- 
entation—necessarily limited in scope 
and in available classification—the in- 
formation at best can only be given in 
outline. 

There have been sensational advances 
and declines in many of the Reporter's 
markets during the period of the war, 
notably in chemicals, dyes, drugs and 
fertilizers, but, after advancing very de- 
cidedly for months, the increase begin- 
ning within the quarter year following 
the outbreak of hostilities, prices of 
drugs and chemicals have generally 
passed the crest, and apparently are 
again seeking more normal levels. From 
time to time striking illustrations of 
market pyrotechnics have been editori- 
ally commented upon by the Reporter. 
Such increases as the 200 to 500 per 
cent. advances of aniline colors and dye- 
woods, and the jump of quicksilver from 
$33 to $35 a flask of 75 pounds to $300 
a flask were notable examples of such 
war-time changes. 

But these cited examples are but in- 
dicators—they can give no real data 
upon which to base any study of actual 
conditions—and few readers of the Re- 
porter, even though desirous of tracing 
the rise and impending decline in any of 
our markets, have the material at hand 
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in the best form upon which to base 
conclusions. Hence, beginning with this 
issue, the Report°r will present a study 
of the price changes in all its markets, 
by quarter years, from August, 1914, to 
August 1, this year, taking up one mar- 
ket each week item by item until all the 
markets shall have been given the same 
consideration. 

A page study of the chemical market 
during the period cited, with the nine 
period prices in 1914, 1915, and to date

OVER PRODUCTION OF CRUDE 
OIL AND REDUCTION OF 
PRICES PAID. 


For months, since the production of 
the mid-continent field began to 
sume its present proportions, the Re- 
porter, both editorially and in the re- 
ports from its correspondents in the 
field, has pointed to the probability of 
a price decrease in crude, f llowing 
an initial sharp reduction in the 
amount of oil taken by the pipe lines. 
The Prairie Pipe Line Company first 
cut its runs to 75 per cent. of produc- 
tion, then to 60 per cent. of production, 
and now, taking effect on Thursday, 
announced that it would take 50 per 
cent. of the old production in the mid- 
continent field, and none at all of the 


as- 


new, 

It was generally taken for granted 
that, when the first warnings assumed 
concrete form by the original 25 per 
cent, reduction in the amount of crude 
to be taken, the operators in the field 
would curtail their output and thus 
lessen the probability of reduced 
prices, but gushers came into being 
with clockwork regularity, and thus 
rapidly increased the output of the 
pools with the result that the cut 
came on Monday last. 

The quotations for Oklahoma 
Kansas crude petroleum were then re- 
duced 10 cents a barrel, making the 
present figure $1.45, instead of $1.55, a 
mark established on March 11. 

On Tuesday of last week 
oil section of the country was affected 
by a 10-cent cut on all grades of crude 
oil in the Caddo field, with the excep- 
tion of Crichton, which had already 
felt the effect of the pruning knife 
three times since May 11. This would 
make the new prices for Caddo $1.45 
for 38 gravity and above; $1.35 for 
Caddo 35-37.9 gravity, and for De Sota; 
and $1.30 for Caddo 32-34.9. Heavy 
crude remains unchanged at 70 cents. 
crude remained unchanged at 70 cents. 

On Friday came the next move with 
a 10-cent. cut in North and South 
Lima, Indiana, Wooster, Princeton, 
Illinois and Plymouth. On Friday also 
Caddo heavy, Crichton, Vinton, Sour 
Lake, Humble and Markham were cut 
for the second time, with a quotation 
of 65 cents a barrel. 

While there has been 
larger crude oil production in the old 
fields east of the Mississippi during 
the week just closed, it is not antici- 
pated that any reduction of conse- 
quence will follow. there, nor is it gen- 
erally held that the lowering of price 
on crude oil will be much assistance 
as a price-reducing agent for gaso- 
line, since one of the factors which 
brought about the change in the mid- 
continent field was the shortage of 
tank cars required to ship the product 
outside the State, an influence which 
will have its effect also in the gaso- 
line market. 

Officials of one of the great refining 
companies admit that the tendency of 
gasoline is downward, as indicated by 
isolated cuts of several cents in Chey- 
enne, Wyoming, and other centers 
where the market rate is less than in 
New York city, and by the cut of a 
cent a gallon by the Standard of New 
Jersey, but they also declare that no 
extended general cut is planned. Offi- 
cials of the largest gasoline produc- 
ing company in this country say that 
the best evidence that no radical price 
cut is intended immediately is the fact 
that they have not yet hinted to their 
customers to reduce their storage 
stocks—a trade criterion which is or- 
dinarily looked for when marked price- 
cutting is contemplated.

OBITUARY. 


SIR WILLIAM RAMSAY. 
William Ramsay, K. C. B., known 
as Eingiand’s leading chemist, whose repu- 
tation in the world of science was estab- 
lished with his discovery of the elements 
“argon” and “helium,” died at Hazelmere, 
3erkshire, England, July 23. 

Sir William, who was sixty-five years 
old, bore many degrees and titles con- 
ferred upon him for extraordinary dis- 
tinction in the field of chemical research. 
His ventures in commercial applications 
of his own and other chemical discov- 
eries were not as successful as his pio- 
neer laboratory work. He was elevated to 
the knighthood in 1902 and, besides hav- 
ing the degrees of LL. D., D.Sc., M. D., 
Ph. D., F. R. S., and F. C. S., he was 
a Commander of the Crown of Italy, 4 


Knight of the Prussian Order Pour le 
Mérite, an officer de la Légion d’Hon- 
neur, the winner of the Nobel Prize for 
chemistry in 194, an honorary member 
of the Institute of France, an honorable 
member of the Royal Academies of Ire- 
land, Berlin, Bohemia, Holland, Rome, 
Petrograd, Turin, Roumania, Vienna, 
Norway and Sweden, as well as of the 
Academies of Geneva, Frankfort and 
Mexico and of the German Chemical So- 
ciety, of the Royal Medical and Chirur- 
gical Society, of the Académie de Médi- 
cine, of Paris; of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety and of the Philosophical Societies of 
Manchester, Philadelphia and Rotterdam. 

Sir William was born in Glasgow, Octo- 
ber 2, 1852. He received an elementary edu- 
eation in Glasgow Academy and college 
training in Glasgow University, where he 
became assistant in the Young Labora- 
tory of Technical Chemistry in 1872. He 
studied at Tiibingen University, and after 
being assistant to the technical chair of 
chemistry in what is now Anderson Col- 
lege, he became tutorial assistant in chem- 
istry in Glasgow University, where he re- 
mained until 1880, then becoming professor 
of chemistry at University College in 
Bristol, and also serving as principal of 
the institution. He then joined the faculty 
of the University College of London as 
professor of chemistry, from which he re- 


Sir 


tired in 1913; as professor emeritus. He 
was likewise the Lovering lecturer at 
Johns Hopkins University, and it was 


from that university that the announce- 
ment was made, in May, 1907, that he had 
succeeded in producing a copper com- 
pound from sodium, lithium and potas- 
sium by the use of radium. This seeming 
realization of the alchemist’s dream, of 
transmuting the baser metals into gold, 
was later announced from London, where, 
on July 27, 1907, Sir William himself ad- 
mitted that he has accomplished this feat, 
which was heralded far and wide as with- 
out a parallel in the field of chemistry. 
In 1913, moreover, he delivered a lecture 
ou the subject of transmutation at the 
Chemical Institute in Rome before an 
audience, including King Victor Emanuel. 
In this lecture, he referred to his co- 
laborers in that accomplishment, Prof. 
Norman Collie and Professor Patterson 
and explained how he had produced 
“argon” from dry hydrogen. 

It was in 1894 that Sir William discov- 
ered the inert element ‘‘argon”’ and in the 
following year he obtained from a min- 
eral cailed clevite another gaseous ele- 
ment “helium,” until then unknown in 
terrestrial matter. In 1898 he discovered 
three more tinert gaseous elements— 
“neon,” “krypton” and ‘‘xenon.” 

It was then learned that Sir William 
and Professors Collie and _ Patterson, 
working independently, had found that, 
when an electric discharge is passed 
through a vacuum tube containing hydro- 
gen, two rare gases, ‘‘helium’’ and “‘neon,”’ 
both appear. Sir William explained the 
creation of these gases by saying that 
they were produced either by the trans- 
mutation of one element into another or 
by the creation of an element from elec- 
tricity. The Nobel prize was awarded to 
him unanimously the following year. 

Sir William visited the United States in 
194 and again in 1912, attending in the 
latter year the Eighth International Con- 
gress of Applied Chemistry, of which he 
was a past president. During his last 
visit to this country, he lectured in Bos- 
ton before Lowell Institute and at Co- 
lumbia University, New York, where the 
eighth congress was held. 

Before returning to England he spoke 
publicly on the great waste in this coun- 
try, where, he said, many millions of 
doliars’ worth of by-products were being 
thrown away. 

It was Sir William’s constant contention 
that synthetic chemistry was ‘‘the hope 
of future generations,’’ and he devoted 
much of his time in his later years to 
work of that description. 

A description given of Sir William's dis- 
coveries of seemingly inert elements by 
Prof. Charles F. Chandler, emeritus prso- 
fessor of chemistry of Columbia Univer- 
sity, is one which will live long in the 
minds of laymen as well as chemical ex- 
perts. “Sir William Ramsay will be best 
known to the world,’”’ said Dr. Chandler, 
“as the discoverer of the ‘tramp’ ele- 
ments—those that never work."’ 

When not engaged in laboratory work, 
Sir William was a great traveler. He was 
also master of many languages. 

Sir William’s most celebrated writings 
include such books as ‘Qualitative Anal- 
ysis,” published in 1873; ‘“‘Chemical The- 
ory,” 1s84; “System of Inorganic Chem- 
istry,” 1891; ‘Elementary System of Chem- 
istry,” 1891; “Gases of the Atmosphere,” 
1896; ‘“‘Modern Chemistry,” 1902; “Essays, 
Biological and Chemical,’’ 18. He was 
also the editor of textbooks on ‘Physical 
Chemistry,’’ published in 194, and among 
his many contributions to chemical sci- 
ence publications were ‘“‘Congeners of 
Argon,” “Discovery of Constituents of the 
Air,” “The Molecular Surface-Energy of 
Liquids,” “Argon, a new Constituent of 
the Atmosphere” (in conjunction with 
Lord Rayleigh); “Helium, a_Constituent 
of Certain Minerals’; also ‘‘Neon, Kryp- 
ton and Xenon, Three New Atmospheric 
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Gases,”” “The Transmutation of Radium 
into Helium" (in conjunction with F. 
Soddy) and “Constituents of the Air.” 
He was married in 1881 and had one 
son and one daughter. 
Sir, William was not much of a club 


man, his only club being the Athenaeum 
of London, 


JOHN PITCAIRN. 


John Pitcairn, one of the wealthiest and 
best known business men in this country, 
who with Captain Ford first conceived the 
advantages of manufacturing plate glass 
in this country, the founder, organizer, 
ex-president, and at the time of his death 
chairman of the board of the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Company, died July 22 at his 
estate at Bryn Athyn, near Pittsburgh. 

He was born in Johnstone, Scotland, 
January 10, 1841, and as a lad of five came 
to this country with his parents and 
settled in Old Allegheny, Pa. Leaving 
school at the age of 14 he went to Al- 
toona, Pa., where he entered the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad office as a messenger, 
studied telegraphy, and made himself so 


- useful that when President Lincoln passed 


over the line in 1861 en route for Wash- 
ington, Mr. Pitcairn was placed in charge 
of the President’s car from Altoona to 
Washington, 


He later moved to Oil City to become 
general manager of the Oil Creek and 
Allegheny River Railroad, leaving the 
Pennsylvania Railroad as assistant super- 
intendent. When the oil boom broke he 
resigned his position and invested heavily 
in oil lands. Mr. Pitcairn organized the 
first transportation company for supplying 
natural gas for manufacturing purposes, 
laying a pipe line from the Butler county 
fields to Pittsburgh. Im 1882 he sold his 
oil interests to the Standard Oil Company 
and went to Philadelphia, where he mar- 
ried Miss Gertrude Starkey. During 1884 
and 188 he was interested in several 
manufacturing concerns in various parts 
of the country. 

When Captain Ford realized the possi- 
bilities in the manufacture of plate glass 
and no other financier in the country be- 
lieved in him, Mr, Pitcairn furnished the 
money for Captain Ford’s first glass fac- 
tory. Py the resourcefulness of Mr. Pit- 
cairn, the company, named the Pittsburgh 
‘late Glass Company, was firmly estab- 
lished with Mr. Pitcairn as its president. 
He remained at its head from 18% until 
1913, resigning to become chairman of the 
beari of directors, in which position he 
was at the time of his death, 

Mr. Pitcairn was noted throughout his 
life for his earnest efforts in charity and 
his duty to his church. About 30 years 
ago he built a home for himself in Mont- 
gomery county, and he was soon followed 
by many of his co-religionists. He con- 
ceived the idea of building a schoo] for 
young men who wished to study the doc- 
trine of Swedenborg, in which he firmly 
believed, and established the Swedenbor- 
gian colony at Bryn Athyn, Moreland 
township, Pennsylvania, and the Academy 
of the New Jerusalem, toward the sup- 
port of which he contributed generously. 
In his will, which was probated at Norris- 
town, Pa., July 25, a bequest of $100,000 
was made to the Academy of the New 
Chureh, while contributions aggregating 
$5,000 a year toward the church and acad- 
emy expenses were provided in a codicil. 
In addition to this certain clergymen were 
given sums from $5,000 to $10,000 in amount. 

Mr. Pitcairn was largely interested in 
the Columbia Chemical Company, manu- 
facturers of heavy alkalis. He was a 
director of the Central National Bank, 
Philadelphia; president of the Loyalhanna 
Coal and Coke Company and of the 
Wheeler Manufacturing Company, and 
was identified with the Pittsburgh Vaive 
and Fitting Company, the Natural Gas 
Company of West Virginia, the Washing- 
ton Oil Company, the Michigan Chemical 
Company and the Owosso Sugar Company. 
Iie was largely interested in the beet 
sugar industry and in the manufacturing 


of paint, alcohol and in the production 
of natural gas. 
He organized the Imperial Refining 


Company and engaged in the transporta- 
tion of oil by pipe line. He was a mem- 


ber of the Union League, the Art Club 
and the City Club of Philadelphia and 
the Duquesne Club of Pittsburgh. 


Three sons, Raymond, Theodore and 
Harold Pitcairn of Bryn Athyn; one sis- 
ter, Mrs. Janet Pitcairn, of 350 Stratford 


avenue, and three grandchildren, survive 





JOHN F. BLACK. 


Black, general superintendent 
of the Producers’ Oil Company, died at 
Tulsa, Okla., July 23, at the age of 61. 
He went to the mid-continent fields from 
Findlay, Ohio, and had been an official of 
the Producers’ Oil Company for nine 
years. He leaves a widow, three sons 
and a daughter.

THOMAS PRESTON CHAMBERS. 


Thomas P. Chambers, a pioneer street 
railway and oil man of Pennsylvania, died 
at Newtown, that State, recently. He 
Was a prominent figure in the Oil Creek 
and later developments in the Pennsyl- 
vania oil regions, locating after the Civil 
War in Titusville and operating in near- 
by fields. In 1869, with Captain H. Y. 
Pickering, he entered the refining business 
under the firm name of Chambers & Co., 
their plant being located on the South 
side of Oil Creek at Titusville. In 1876, 
Capt. Chambers, with J. A. Cadwallader, 
H. Y. Pickering, Major Samuei Comfort 
and John D. Archbold organized the An- 
chor Petroleum Company, which acquired 
valuable oil properties in the vicinity of 
Bradford. Later, after making a great 
success in their operations in the Cherry 
Grove field, the original company was dis- 
solved and the Anchor Oil Company was 
formed, Capt. Chambers retiring at that 
iime and removed to Newtown, where he 
lived until his death. He was 80 years 
old,

The Public Health Service is directed to conduct investigations with reference 
to the injurious effects of alcoholic liquors, opium, and other narcotic drugs by 
the terms of the resolution (H. J. Res. 231) introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative Smith of Idaho. 7 

The service is directed to conduct such investigations mot only in the conti- 
nental portion of the United States, but in all its outlying possessions with a 
view to ascertaining ‘“‘what baneful influences, including the use of alcoholic 
liquors, opium and other narcotic drugs,’’ are operating unfavorably to the public

PETROLEUM EXPERIMENT 
STATION IN OKLAHOMA? 





Government to Seek for Improved 
Methods of Producing Petroleum 
and Natural Gas Through Depart- 
ment of Bureau of Mines. 


Washington, July 28, 1916. 
The Secretary of the Interior has an- 
nounced that two of the three mining ex- 
perimental stations that have recently 
been considered will be located at Fair- 
banks, Alaska, and Tuscon, Ariz., and a 
third location in the Pacific Northwest 
will soon be announced. This action is 
in accordance with legislation that au- 
thorizes the creation of ten mining exper- 
iment stations. While the act creating 
these stations does not specify petroleum 
or natural gas as within the scope of 
these stations it is well understood 


among Officials of the Bureau of Mines 
that one station will be devoted to the 


improvement of methods of 
petroleuin and natural gas. It is not the 
belief, however, that the bureau will un- 
dertake to establish such experimental 
stations before 1918: The matter of locat- 
ing such a station has not been care- 
fully considered, but there is a consen- 
sus of opinion that it will be placed 
somewhcre in Oklahoma, 

The fact is the labratory of the Bureau 
of Mines at Pittsburgh is for all pur- 
poses as much of an experimental station 
for petroleum and natural gas develop- 
men as it is possible to establish any- 
where, but the growing number of ques- 
tions relating to this industry have con- 
vinced the officials of the Bureau of 
Mines that it will be wise to eventually 
place a station in the midst of the great 
oil fields of the Southwest. 

The establishment of such a petroleum 
experimental station will depend upon 
future appropriations by Congress, as the 
law authorizing the establishment of ten 
stations to investigate conditions of min- 
ing only carried appropriations for three 
Stations, each to cost $25,000.

Gasoline Report Not Expected Now 
Until Sept. 1—Much Yet to 
Be Done. 


Washington, July 28, 1916. 

Dr. Haney, expert of the Federal Trade 
Commission, which is conducting the in- 
vestigation into the causes of the high 
price of gasoline, expects to have a draft 
of inuis report ready to submit to the com- 
mission early next week. The commis- 
sion will give careful consideration to 
the wording of this report in connection 
with the testimony gathered by them, so 
that numerous meetings may be held be- 
fore the commission agrees upon the 
exact language of the final report. As the 
month of August is a popular vacation 
period and as the city of Washington is 
generally exceedingly hot during that 
month it is not believed that it will be 
possible to speed up in the work, and 
unofficially it is stated that the public 
will not have the privilege of knowing the 
conclusions of the ccmmittee much be- 
fore September 1. It has been frequently 
stated that this report would be forth- 
coming in time for Congress to consider 
befcre adjurnment, but the present pros- 
pect is that it will be brought out about 
the time Congress is ready to leave 
Washington.

This special committee itself cannot 
possibly bring this plan to the attention 
of all interested; it must depend upom the 
co-operation of the members of the na- 
tional chemical societies to bring this 
matter to the attention of local boards of 
trade, chambers of commerce or similar 
co-operative business organizations, and 
to the attention of individual concerns 
and corporations. Each member has his 
work to do, and this special committee 
counts with entire confidence upon a full 
performance. 


Persons and corporations not members 
of a chemical society need feel no hesi- 
tancy whatever in taking active part in 
this work; write your suggestions to the 
secretary of the section of the A. C. S. 
or A. E SS. nearest to you. There are 
no formalities and there is no need to 
stand on ceremony.

Farmers de- 
livered a lot of seed during the past week 
or so because of the good prospects for 
the new crop. Again there are reports 
of an old crop clean-up, but this has been 
reported so often before that it seems 
to mean very little. Line elevator com- 
panies say the deliveries at their sta- 
tions during the past few days have been 
falling off quite noticeably and the man- 


agers think there is a final end of the 
deliveries in sight. This last bulge in 
prices resulted in some storage tickets 
being cancelled by the farmers. 

The advance in the futures was sym- 
pathetic more than anything else. The 
sharp advance in wheat prices and re- 
ports of weather strain on the crop in- 


terested traders and outside buying im- 
proved. None of the crushers expressed 
the idea that crop conditions were of the 
sort to encourage speculative buying. In 
fact the bulk of the crop news was good. 
Early sown flax was reported to be in 
good shape, There was some nervous- 
ness regarding the late grown seed on ac- 
count of the lengthy dry spell, but no 
actual damage was noted. Rains fell in 
North Dakota last night and will provide 
moisture for the late sown seed. Per- 
haps the South Dakota crop has been 
hurt some by the high temperatures and 
lack of rains, but earlier reports stated 
that the ground had plentiful moisture 
to carry the plants well along towards 
maturity and because of these reports 
there is more or less assurance felt re- 
garding the present prospects. Montana 
reports of crop developments are very 
good and the bulk of the acreage in- 
crease this year was in that State. 

There were a few cars of Canadian seed 
received here this week, some going on 
to arrive contracts and some being sold 
on the market. No better prices were 
paid for this Canadian seed than for the 
choice North Dakota and Montana, all 


selling at 1c. over Duluth September of 
late. There was no pressure of Argen- 
tine seed noted here. Offerings of Can- 
adian seed to arrive were nil. While 
some of the shippers across the border 
seem to be willing to chance consign- 
ments from time to time they are not 


willing to sell any round lots to arrive. 

No ‘applications on July contracts re- 
ported as yet. Shipments of Duluth ter- 
minal seed during the week totaled about 
6,000 bushels, but none of the crushers 
would admit of having any of it in tran- 
sit to their mills. Present local prices 
are not high enough to result in any 
cash trades for shipment from Duluth 
elevators. 

Besides withdrawals from private bins 
during the week there was a loss of 10,000 
bushels in public elevator stocks. Du- 
luth stocks increased very moderately. 
The total for both markets is considerably 
heavier than it was a year ago, but ac- 
cording to all reports the reserve in coun- 
try elevators is very light, though per- 
haps a little heavier than a year ago, 
when country houses were practically 
cleaned out and Argentine seed was ar- 
riving here and at Duluth to keep the 
mills running. This year, as last year, 
the farmers’ elevator companies are prov- 
ing the unknown quantity where the 
country elevators reserves are concerned. 
If the line elevator reports this spring 
have been accurate a large amount of 
seed that came in on the market recently 
originated in these farmer’s houses. 
Were it not for the unexpectedly liberal 
country movement during the past month 
local private and public stocks of seed 
would \have been used up a long time 
ago. In fact the crushers were prone 
to predict a decided stringency in raw 
material supplies before the beginning of 
July, but July is practically gone and the 
presses are stili running largely on coun- 
try receipts. Just how long they will 
keep up is problematical, but crushers 
still expect to be compelled to fall back 
on Duluth terminal supplies before a new 
crop is available. 

IANSEPED OIL. 

The state of the market is quite satis- 
factory considering the season of the 
year, but crushers make varying reports 
of the volume of trade. Some find it 
fair and others quiet. Most of the busi- 


ness concerns spot oil. Buyers are evi- 
dently in need of a steady supply of oil, 
having no accumulation on hand, and 
this is helping to make sumriner trade 
good. The interest in deferred is very 
limited at the advance. Buyers are in- 
quiring for prices intermittently, but no 
important orders for new crop shipment 
have been placed lately. Judging from 
the tone of the inquiries the majority 
of the buyers seem to think that the 
present level of values will prove but 
temporary and they are waiting for the 
reaction they feel sure will come prior 


to the advent of the new crop harvest at 
least when the pressure of new crop seed 
is beginning to be felt. On the other 


hand the crushers are unable to sell any 


amounts of oil cake for deferred

None of them are pressing the 
buyers into contracting Based on the

There is little feature to the jobbing 
trade. Some weeks the jobbers are able 
to dispose of considerable stuff and then 
again they find business quiet. In the 
main their buying is steady im a moder- 
ate way, but for summer trade they are 
doing well. 


There is no deferment of shipping di- 
rections noted by any of the crushers. 
Buyers are taking oil promptly and some 
of them are badly enough in need of sup- 


plies to ask for early shipment if pos- 
sible, 

Local supplies of oil are getting very 
low. Some of the crushers are barely able 


to keep up with their shipping directions 
owing to their lack of reserves and have 


to depend on their present output. Con- 
tracts maturing during the balance of 
the summer will more than take care of 


surplus the crushers have been able 
and the promptness of the 
crushers in filling some of their orders 
will probably depend on their ability to 
get raw material in the next few weeks. 

Spot oil ranges around 5c. Quota- 
tions on deferred positions are hard to 
get and are mostly nominal. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL. 

The tone of the market is still strong 
on account of the demand for spot cake, 
but trade is not very brisk. Crushers are 
selling very moderate amounts at pres- 
ent, though doing a fairly good business 
for this time of the year. Considering 
the price level some of them think they 
are doing first rate. Shippers of mixed 
cars say they are doing a good business 
in meal for this season of the year, 
though the consumers are inclined to 
complain of the prices asked. Crushers 
are getting rid of their output without 
difficulty and there is no accumulation to

report. A few week to week contracts 
are coming due and this takes care of 
most of the meal the crushers care to 
spare. Prices quoted at $31.50 upward, 
aceording to how well the crusher is 
doing in the cake market. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

The cake market is firm and there is a 
good demand for stuff that can be shipped 
at once or in the near future. Interest 
in deferred cake is spasmodic and in the 
aggregate only a small amount of busi- 
ness is being transacted in cake to be 
shipped in the fall and winter months. 
In fact the interest at present is not as 
good as it was a week or so ago, prob- 
ably because of the smaller amount of 
ocean freight available and the lack of 
desire on the part of steamship lines 
to commit themselves for room so far 
ahead. Freights have advanced consider- 
ably of late too. ’There seems to be 
plenty of interest in fall and winter cake 
abroad and crushers that usually ship 
unsold cake to Europe for storage will 
do so this year regardless of the fact that 
present contracting for deferred delivery 
is light. 

The bulk of the present out movement 
of linseed by-product consists of oil cake. 
Total shipments for the week ending to- 
day were nearly 3,000,000 pounds more 
than last year and nearly 1,000,000 pounds 


greater than the shipments of the pre- 
ceding week. A year ago the demand 
for meal was very narrow at lower prices 


than prevail this year and the cake mar- 
ket was limited and featureless too.

Flax is 6 cents higher today than it 
was a week ago, and it is pretty near 
the top of the price of late. Crushers 
get in on the iow spots whenever there 
is a recession in price, but seem to rebel 
when the figure reached $2 or that vi- 
cinity. 

There is also a good deal of realizing, 
and each jump of a few cents sees con- 
siderable unloading. 

Despite the attitude of one of the big 
crushers, the seed remains strong and it 
apparently takes. all the influence that 
this firm has to hold it down. The con- 
cern intimated is bucking a high market 
at this time, and is kept busy at it. But 
the seed insists on advancing despite this 
attitude and is believed to be growing 
stronger every day. It is believed here 
that the crushers, despite their desire 
to increase the price of oil, find it more 
important just now to get all the seed 
possible under $2 than to let the price of 
flax advance and with it the price of oil. 
Many believe that soon after the July 
option is off the boards a steadier ad- 
vance will be permitted, as early deliv- 
erles are what the crushers evidently 
want from the way they have been go- 
ing after the July seed. Days when the 
distant futures have loafed, July has been 
quite vigorous, Monday of this week be- 
ing a fair example, when July jumped 
over 3 cents while the other options en- 
joyed merely a nominal gain. 

Shipment of flax is still virtually nil 
from this point. In the past six days 
only 6,000 bushels have gone out, and were 
sent by rail to Minneapolis, which seems 
to be the chief customer of this point just 
now. Seed has been going out of Port 
Arthur and Fort William in large jags, 
however. During the present month, up 
to last Saturday, 621,161 bushels went for- 
ward by lake and 20,36 bushels by rail 
from the Canadian Head of the Lakes. 
From that point since the navigation sea- 
son opened, April 15, up to last Satur- 
day, shipments of flax have amounted 
to 1,840,162 bushels, of which 1,758,681 bush- 
els went by lake and 81,481 bushels by 
rail. Last Saturday Port Arthur-Fort 
William elevators had in store 1,317,573 
bushels.

Manufacturers that with- 
drawals on old contracts are good, 
which would indicate that consump- 
tion of paint materials is on a season- 
able basis. New contract business, 
however, is coming forward rather 
slowly, as buyers in most instances are 
looking for a reaction to set in. This 
is especially so in dry colors, and for 
some grades producers already are 
willing to make concessions, Export 
business in paint materials shows a 
steady gain. According to official fig- 
ures the exports of paints, pigments, 
colors and varnishes for the eleven 
months ending with May were valued 
at $10,007,638, which compares with 
$6,646,114 for the corresponding period 
a year ago, and $6,572,229 for 1914. De- 
mand for linseed oil was quiet, but a 
firmer undertone prevailed, reflecting 
the upward tendency of flaxseed. Re- 
selling of soya bean oil had a weak- 
ening influence among spot handlers 
of this oil. There was little if any 
change in the position of China wood 
oil, spot offerings being scanty. Cor- 
roders reported a steady demand for 
the lead pigments at unchanged prices. 
Zines were quotably unchanged, and a 
firmer tendency was noted for spelter. 
Spot offerings of Prussian blue, chrome 
green and chrome yellow were more 
liberal and prices at the close were 
irregular. Chalk was firm, there be- 
ing little change in the freight offer- 
ings. On page 20 there is a complete 
report on the flaxseed situation. A re- 
port cn linseed oil and naval stores 
will be found on pages 29 and 33, re- 
spectively. Comment on the impor- 
tant items in the paint trade follow:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 

PIG LEAD.—Demand was inactive, 
and, with competition among inde- 
pendent operators keen, the market for 
pig lead was unsettled throughout the 


report 


week. Leading factors held their in- 
side price at 6.50c. per pound, New 
York, and 6.42%c. East St. Louis. In 


the outside market lead was quoted as 
low as 6.25c. per pound, spot delivery, 
6.20c. for August delivery and 6.17%¢c. 
fur September, f. 0. b. New York. East 
St. Louis quoted spot pig lead at 6.05c. 
per pound. Lead ore at Joplin closed 
at $70 per ton, against $73 a week ago. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
The unsettled position of pig lead had 
little if any influence upon corroders, 
and the market for white lead closed 
unchanged and generally steady. The 
volume of new business coming for- 
ward was reported as fair, consumers 
showing a good interest in the market, 
as no immediate revision of prices 1s 
anticipated. The government has 
opened bids for 100,000 pounds of white 
lead in oil, for delivery at Rock Island, 
Ill.

FINAL DECREE ENTERED 
IN “RUBBERSET” CASE 





United States Court Grants Liberal 
Modification of Judgment in Use 
of Words Describing Process on 


Devoe & Raynolds Brush Fer- 
rules. 
A formal decree was entered in the 


United States District Court at Newark, 
N. J., July 24, in the suit by the Rub- 
per and Celluloid Harness Trimming 
Company, coiitrolling the Rubberset 
Company, of Newark, N. J., against the 
IF’. W. Devoe and C. T. Raynolds Com- 
pany, of this city, alleging unfair com- 
petition in the use of the term ‘Set in 
kKubber”’ on the ferrule of defendant's 
brushes. 

he judgment of Judge Haight about 
two months ago was nominally in favor 
ot the plaintiff on the vital principle in- 
volved, holding that the use of “Set in 
Rubber’ even though it were accom- 
panied by the name “Devoe” as a mark 
intended to establish beyond question the 
origin of manufacture, in such a conspic- 
uvus form and place on the ferrule of the 
brushes, was calculated to cause misap- 
prehension in the minds of prospective 
buyers, owing to the similarity to the 
word ‘‘Rubberset,’’ to which plaintiff was 
entitled to protection through extensive 
advertising and sales, making for a trade- 
name of secondary significance. De- 
fendaht was therefore barred from em- 
ploying the designation ‘“‘Set in Rubber” 
on the ferrule of its brushes, but the 
court, recognizing that it would be un- 
reasonable to restrict entirely the use of 
words describing a process of setting 
bristles widely employed in the brush in- 
dustry, permitted “Set in Rubber’ on 
the handle of the brushes with the full 
name of the manufacturer. 


More Liberal Interpretation. 


The decree filed last week gives a much 
more liberal application to the enforce- 
ment of the judgment than the actual 
text of the opinion lays down, and is re- 
garded by the Devoe & Raynolds Com- 
pany as a substantial verdict im its favor. 
The court had given the manager of the 
company’s brush department permission 
to submit a plan whereby the process 
of setting bristles in rubber might be de- 
scribed on the ferrule of the brushes, 
with the unmistakable identification of 
the manufacturer, as had been the trade 
custom for many years. A sample was 
presented which the court approved and 
embodied in the decree to the following 
effect :— 


“The defendant may stamp or 
emboss upon the ferrule of its 
brushes the following statement, 


to-wit:—The bristles in this brush 
are set in rubber. Made by F. W. 
Devoe and C. T. Raynolds Co.’ ”’

is enjoined on any part of the brushes, 
except on the handle proper, in which 
case there must be the statement ‘‘Made 
by the F. W. Devoe and C, T. Raynolds 


Company” or ‘Made by F. W. Devoe & 
Co.” in equally clear and conspicuous 
type. 


While the decision recognized the right 
ot the Devoe & Raynolds Company to 
use “Set in Rubber” in its advertising, 
catalogues, house bulletins and _ corre- 
spondence, the formal decree restricts 
the words in all display matter in the 
stores of defendant or other stores where 
defendant’s brushes are sold, as well as 
on the boxes and other containers for 
brushes, unless accompanied by the state- 
ment that the brushes are not manufac- 
tured by the Rubberset Company. 


Modification Long Sought. 


Modification of this ruling had been 
earnestly sought by the defendant be- 
fore the entry of the final judgment, urg- 
ing that it would be unreasonable for the 
house thus to advertise an important 
competitor, especially as the defendant's 
name in connection with the words fully 
established the exclusive source of manu- 
facture. Rather than carry out this 
method, the Devoe & Raynolds Company 
may dispense with the term where the 
name of the rival company might have 
to be given, using a symbol or charac- 
teristic, the significance of which will be 
duly advised so that it may be readily 
recognized as marking the particular 
process. 

The costs of the action were awarded 
to the plaintiff, but in the opinion it was 
stated that as there had not been shown 
any element of wilful intention of wrong- 
doing on the part of the defendant, no 
question of damage was involved at the 
trial. In the decree the case of taking 
evidence as to any damages that may 
have been suffered by the plaintiff as a 
result of defendant’s practices which have 
been enjoined, has been referred to Ed- 
ward M. Colie, of Newark. The costs of 
this reference will be determined later, 
based upon the outcome.

west Protectorate.

movement in the Northwestern seed 
markets. Early in the week the de- 
mand for oil was dull and prices, if 
anything, were easier, actual spot 
business being reported at 67c. per 
gallon, although 68c. was the general 
asking price. Late on Friday practi- 


cally all crushers marked up their in- 
side price to 70c. per gallon, for spot 
and nearby oil, which figure obtained 
up to the close of the week. There 
was a better inquiry from consumers, 
but this was chiefly in the way of 
sounding sellers. It was claimed that 
on forward business some operators 
might have shaded the spot basis. 
Trading in futures was quiet through- 
out the interval, most consumers 
taking a bearish attitude of the mar- 
ket in spite of the uncertainty of the 
flaxseed situation. The English oil 
markets were higher in sympathy with 
the firmer position of Argentine and 
Indian seed. There was a fair inquiry 
for cake for export and some sizable 
shipments left this port during the 
week. Prices for cake, however, 
closed nominally unchanged. 

Cash seed at Duluth on Friday closed 


at $2.07% per bushel, which compares 
with $1.96% per bushel a week ago, a 
net gain of lle. Crop news was less 


favorable, advices from the Dakotas 
reporting damage to seed, which start- 
ed an active buying movement, by 
both speculative operators and crush- 
ers. The Winnipeg market moved up- 
ward, in sympathy with Duluth. Dur- 
ing the week about 275,000 bushels of 
flaxseed arrived here from the Argen- 
tine. Total imports of flaxseed into 
the United States for the eleven 
months ending with May amounted to 
13,077,114 bushels, which compares with 
8,896,639 bushels for the corresponding 
period a year ago, and 7,987,459 bush- 
els in 1914. The Argentine market 
was firm and higher, due to the un- 
certainty of the new home crop and 
the strength here. Exports from the 
Argentine for the week amounted to 
364,000 bushels to the Continent, 59,000 
bushels to the United States, and 230,- 
060 bushels to the United Kingdom. 
There was no important change in the 
Argentine freight situation. Reports 
on the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires markets, from our correspond- 
ents, will be found on page 20.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


The downward tendency of cotton- 
seed oil prices continued during the 
interval. Selling of heavy character 
forced prices to new low levels for 
this movement and the entire situa- 
tion has shown a weak condition. De- 


clines in lard and several other fats 
and greases have apparently caused 
concern among long holders of oil and 
many have shown an urgent desire to 
liquidate their accounts. September 
Was continually under fire and the 
depression in this option was more 
pronounced than in the other ship- 
ments. The fact that many longs had 
switched from May, July and August 
to September has resulted in an ac- 
cumulated long interest and this is 
probably the reason why the selling 
of this position was of more liberal 
character. Refiners do not appear 
to have antagonized the downward 
movement to any appreciable extent 
and the buying power is said to have 
been limited principally to outstand- 
ing shorts and to interests who be- 
lieved the market was at an attrac- 
tive basis for investment operations. 
Consumers have not shown unusual 
interest and probably will not: until 
there is some display of strength in 
competing oils and fats. Foreign in- 
quiry also reported light and the 
consuming trade in general is not con- 
sidered encouraging by several lead- 


is 


ing dealers. 

Total export shipments for the 
month of May amounted to 16,079,218 
pounds, valued at $1,785,497, compared 
with 32,753,294 pounds, valued at 
$2,396,994 for the same month last 
year Exports for eleven months end- 
ing May 31, were 254,083,218 pounds, 
valued at $21,384,529, compared with 
291,550,310 pounds, valued at $19,969,- 
360, and 186,116,565 pounds, valued at 
$13,312,904, for similar periods in 1915 
and 1914 respectively. 


Total importations for the month of 
May were 1,599,207 pounds, valued at 
$87,154, against 1,149,448 pounds, val- 
ued at $50,780, for the same month 
last year. Imports for eleven months 
were 12,847,972 pounds, valued at $638,- 
044, cOmpared with 14,537,161 pounds, 
valued at $695,928, and 15,748,548 
pounds, valued at $955,917, for the 
same periods in 1915 and 1914. 

Crude oil has shown an easier tend- 
ency both for old and new crops. The 
former shipments have remained nom- 
inal owing to the exhaustion of stocks, 
but mills have shown more desire to 
sell October forwards at 48@50c. a 
gallon in Texas and in the Southeast.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. — A 
steady tone has characterized the local 
market during the period under re- 
view. Demand has not been very ac- 
tive, but stocks appear to be well held, 
and this fact, with favorable advices 
from the South regarding trade pros- 
pects, has created more confidence in 
the maintenance of values. Consumers, 
while showing interest, do not appear 
eager to operate on an extensive scale 
at this time, while dealers are not in- 
clined to make concessions to induce 
business. Meanwhile the season is 
progressing and stocks in the South 
are not piling up in a way to cause 
concern among holders. Turpentine 
shipments for the week at Savannah 
were 2,156 barrels. Receipts were 3,338 
barrels. Stocks were 14,690 barrels, as 
compared with 13,553 barrels last week 
and 22,760 barrels last year. At Jack- 
sonville the price was 41c. a gallon at 
the close. London stocks on July 1 
were 28,795 barrels, against 22,150 bar- 
rels in 1915, and 25,466 in 1914, for cor- 
responding periods. The’ following 
table shows the range of prices for 
spirits of turpentine in the local mar- 
ket for each day during the last week.

$9.16 per 100 pounds, car lots, in coop- 
erage. Exports of corn oil for the 
eleven months ending with May 
amounted to 8,615,633 pounds, against 
17,015,855 pounds in the same time a 
year ago, and 16,141,083 pounds in 1914. 

OLIVE OIL.—While foreign cables 
were firmer, the situation here under- 
went scarcely any change during the 
week. The demand was quiet and spot 
denatured oil was offered at 86@90c. 
per gallon. On forward business quo- 
tations were nearer 94c. per gallon. 
The spot market for prime green foots 
was wholly nominal in the absence of 
important business, prices ranging 
from 9c. to 9%c, per pound. 

PALM OIL.—Soap makers showed 
practically no interest in the market 
for palm oils, owing to the lower po- 
sition of competing oils and greases. 
With tallow selling around 8c. per 
pound, the price of 10@10%c. for Lagos 
was considered out of the question by 
the soap trade. Prime red palm oil 
closed nominally at 9%@10c. per pound. 
Imports of palm oil for the eleven 
months ending with May amounted to 
39,424,237 pounds, which compares with 
28,701,664 pounds for the same time a 
year ago, and 50,518,111 pounds in 1914. 
In Liverpool the market closed on the 
basis of 7.85c. per pound. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Trading was 
quiet, and with coconut oil easier the 
market was more or less nominal. 
Domestic and imported palm kernel 
oil was quoted at 12@12\%c. per pound. 
It was reported that on forward busi- 
ness 11%c. might have been done. Im- 
ports of palm kernel oil for the eleven 
months ending with May amounted to 
6,408,602 pounds, which compares with 
4,456,162 pounds in 1915 and 31,390,186 
pounds in 1914. 

PEANUT OIL.—It was reported that 
domestic crude peanut oil was avail- 
able around 72%c. per gallon, in tanks, 
f. o. b, New York. For refined oil 
the nominal quotation was 86%4c. per 
pound, Imported peanut oil was quot- 
ed at 76c. to 86c. per gallon, as to 
quality. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The market was 
quiet, but with offerings moderate, 
prices ruled fairly steady. There was 
little change in the foreign situation. 
Importers quote English refined rape- 
seed oil as nominal at 95@$1 per 
gallon, according to quantity. Blown 
oil closed at 97c.@$1.02. Japanese 
rapeseed oil held at 90@92c. per gallon. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Reselling by 
speculative operators was a factor in 
the market and pfices on the spot were 
unsettled throughout the week. Some 
distressed oil sold as low as 7c. per 
pound, in barrels, but this was not an 
open quotation. Some round lots 
changed hands on the spot at 7c. 
and 7%c. per pound, cooperage basis. 
The weakness in cottonseed and corn 
oil had a depressing influence upon 
spot oil. Futures were firmly main- 
tained, leading importers asking from 
8c. to 8%4c, per pound, the high fig- 
ure being the inside basis in some 
instances. Imports of soya bean oil 
for the eleven months ending with 
May amounted to 73,508,312 pounds, as 
against 17,955,174 pounds for the corre- 
sponding period a year ago, and 15,861,- 
589 pounds in 1914. The price of ex- 
tracted soya bean oil in bulk per hun- 
dredweight at Hull for the past week

ANIMAL 


COD OIL.—With the new season 
still about a month off the market for 
cod oil was quiet and featureless. 
According to trade authorities the 
output of medicinal cod liver oil in 
Newfoundland will be greatly in- 
creased this year, much to the detri- 
ment of the commercial cod oil in- 
dustry. For this reason high prices 
for the commercial cod oil are antici- 
pated. The nominal quotation for 
Newfoundland cod oil was repeated 
at 58@60c. per gallon. 

DEGRAS.—Several round parcels of 
English degras arrived during the 
week, which brought out renewed sell- 
ing pressure, and the market closed 
the week generally lower. It was re- 
ported that 6%c. might have been 
done on good quality English degras, 
and in one quarter it was intimated

that even this figure could have been 
shaded on goods ex-dock. The demand 
was routine Only, most consumers ap- 
parently being well covered. 

LARD OIL.—With raw materials 
tending downward, the market was 
easier, although actual price changes 


were rather insignificant, The de- 
mand was routine only. Exports of 
lard oil for the eleven months end- 


ing with May amounted to 395,070 gal- 
lons, as against 158,907 gallons for the 
corresponding period a year ago, and 
99,738 gallons in 1914. The nominal 
spot market closed with prime oil 
quoted at $1.04@1.06; off prime, 95@ 
97c.; extra No. 1, 90@92c.; No. 1, 84@ 
86c.; No. 2, 80@82c. per gallon, 
MENHADEN OIL.—The fishing in 
Northern waters again proved a fail- 
ure. It was reported that another 
large plant operating on Long Island 
will close down temporarily unless 
fishing improves within a very short 
time. Reports from the Chesapeake 
Bay fleet were in effect that the fish- 
ing for the week ending with July 
22 was the worst so far this season, 
the total catch amounting to about 
3,000,000 fish. Fishing in the Chesa- 
peake waters early this week was bet- 
ter, but unfavorable weather again 
set in and operations, taken as a 
whole, were far from. satisfactory. 
The offerings of crude menhaden oil 
were limited, most of the producers 
being well sold ahead, Further busi- 


ness was reported on the basis of 
48l4c. per gallon, f. o. b. Baltimore, 
which was the inside figure at the 


close of the week. Trading in refined 
menhaden oil was quiet, and, with 
competing oils tending downward, the 
undertone was barely steady, Deal- 
ers quote light strained oil at 57@58c. 
per gallon, with yellow bleached at 


59@60c. and white bleached at 61@62c. 
NEATSFOOT OIL.—Business, taken 
as a whole, was inactive, and with 
raw materials easier, the ~indertone 
was barely steady. The Government 
has opened bids for 10,000 gallons of 
pure neatsfoot oil, to be delivered at 
tock Island, Ill., in barrels. The low 
bid on this consignment was 95c. per 
gallon. Nominal spot quotations fol- 
low:—Twenty-degree cold test, $1.05@ 
1.10; 40-degree, 95c.@$1.00; prime, 90@ 
95c., and dark, 85@90c. per gallon. 
RED OIL.—The demand was quiet 
and prices at the close of the week 
were unsettled. The easier market 
for raw materials was a weakening 


factor. It was reported that good qual- 
ity saponified red oil sold during the 
interval on the basis of 8%c. per 
pound, in car lots. Nominal closing 
prices for saponified red oil ranged 
from §'4e. to 9c. per pound, as to seller. 
Elaine oil closed at 8@8tc. per pound, 
as to seller. 

STEARIC ACID.—The undertone of 
the market was easy, reflecting the 
downward tendency of raw materials. 
The demand was reported as quiet. 
Triple pressed stearic acid closed at 
13%2.@14c. per pound, and it was inti- 
mated in some quarters that on con- 
tracts these figures might have been 
shaded. Double pressed closed at 12%@ 


13c., with single pressed at 1114%4@12c. per 
pound. 

SOD OIL.—Offerings were freer in 
some quarters and the market was 
barely steady at the close. Dealers 
quote 6%@7\%c. per pound, as to qual- 
ity. 

SEAL OIL.—Offerings of round lots 
were scanty and the market closed 


with prices wholly nominal. 

SPERM OI1L.—Offerings of crude 
sperm oil were scanty and the market 
was wholly nominal. The government 
opened bids for 5,000 gallons of pure 
sperm oil, for delivery at Rock Island, 
Ill., the low bid being 82.2c. per gallon. 
The market for refined oil was quiet, 
business being restricted chiefly to job- 
bing lots. Dealers quote refined oil at 
74@82c, per gallon, as to quantity and 
cold test. 

WHUALE OIL.—tThe situation as re- 
gards crude whale oil underwent no 
change. The market was quiet, ask- 
ing prices being above the views of 
prospective buyers. The nominal quo- 
tation for No. 1 crude was 57c. per gal- 
lon, in tanks. Refined whale oil met 
with a routine jobbing demand only, 
and prices closed nominally unchanged 
at 62@66c. per gallon. 

TALLOW OIL.—An easier tone pre- 
vailed for this oil, due to the down- 
ward tendency of greases, tallow, etc. 
The demand was quiet throughout the 
week. Acidless tallow oil closed nomi- 
nally at 90@92c. per gallon, with the 
prime at 88@90c. per gallon, as to seller.

Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, July 29, 1916. 


The story of the week in crude pe- 
troleum circles is the swinging of the 
price axe in various fields, Oklahoma 
and Kansas setting the pace with a 
reduction of 10 cents a barrel to $1.45 


on Monday, from the high point— 
$1.55—to which it was advanced on 
March 11. On Tuesday, July 25, there 


went into effect also a cut of 10 cents 
in Corsicana light, Henrietta, Electra, 
Thrall, Strawn and Moran crude, mak- 
ing the quotation $1.45, and Corsicana 
heavy and Healdton oils were cut to 


70 cents at the same time, a 10-cent 
cut for Healdton and five cents for 
the Corsicana heavy. Effective the 


same day, Louisiana followed the lead 
of Texas and posted quotations of $1.45, 
$1.35 and $1.30 for Caddo of varying 
grades, $1.35 for De Soto, and 70 cents 


for Caddo heavy crude. Crichton re- 
mained unchanged at 70 cents, but 
Crichton had already been cut three 
times since May 11. 

On Friday the Ohio Oil Company 
used the pruning knife also, and re- 
duced the price of North and South 
lima, Indiana, Wooster, Princeton, 


Illinois and Plymouth oils each 10 
cents a barrel. A second cut of Caddo 
heavy, Crichton, Vinton, Sour Lake, 
Humble and Markham was also made 
Friday to 65 cents a barrel. 

The explanations given for these 
several price changes were of a vari- 
ous nature, but the basis for them all 
can be traced to two principa] causes— 
a growing over-production, and the 
lack of tank cars and transportation 


facilities in several of the fields. 
Standard Oil of Louisiana announced 
that the Caddo cut was due to the 
necessity for curtailment in produc- 


tion because of the loss of foreign mar- 
kets. 


The Prairie Company, which followed 
a cut to 75 per cent. of production in 


its pipeline takings, with a further 
cut to 60 per cent., again reduced its 
takings this week to 50 per cent. of 


old production, and refused to make 
connection with new wells—a radical 
step toward enforced curtailment that 
Should do much toward steadying the 
price of crude in the fields affected. 
Incidentally, this action throws the 
spotlight upon the extent of over-pro- 
duction in these fields, a fact empha- 
sized in these columns for weeks prior 
to the action of the receiving company. 
It is not generally anticipated that 
this reduction will be followed imme- 
diately by still sharper declines, for 
while the output had reached much 
larger totals than had been realized 
the demand still continues on a very 
large scale, and this should prevent 
a radical “slump” from the prices now 
in force. Exceptional activity in drill- 
ing in an endeavor to find an output 
equal to the demands has simply re- 
peated historical criteria, and pro- 
duced more of a supply than could be 
handled economically—and there you 
are. At all events it is generally con- 
ceded by those in a position to know 
in the fields where price changes have 
been made this week that no imminent 
price-slashing is probable, 





REFINED PRODUCTS, 

There has been no general change 
in the price for gasoline, although the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
has reduced the price one cent a 
gallon in New Jersey to 22 cents, tank 
wagon basis. A two-cent cut from 28 
to 26 cents at Cheyenne, Wyoming, fol- 
lowed the Mid-Continent crude oil re- 
duction, but officials of the Standard 
of Indiana are quoted to the effect 
that no early reduction of moment is 
to be expected in gasoline prices in 
their territory, although they do ad- 
mit that the tendency is downward. 

The stocks of gasoline throughout 
the country are held about normal, 
with a fairly seasonable demand, and 
the tendency is toward steadiness, 
although, as has been already stated, 
isolated cuts of a cent or two may be 
looked for, but without any such 
marked decline as was hoped for early 
in the season by those of bearish 
views. The majority of the trade, how- 
ever, looked’ rather for’ an increase 
with the advent of warm weather, 
particularly should there be no parity 
of production and consumption of 
crude, a condition which has given its 
own answer unmistakably this week. 

The Standard Oil Company of 
Louisiana announced a cut of one cent 
a gallon in the price of gasoline in all 
stations in Arkansas, to take effect 
July 26. 

Illuminating oil exports were 14,766,- 
940 gallons during the past week, as 
compared with 4,946,260 gallons for the 
previous week. The total exports since 
January 1 amounted to 243,161,755 gal- 
lons, comparing with 210,943,975 for the 
same time last year. 

Naphtha clearances during the in- 
terval were 3,811,765 gallons, as com- 
pared with 2,850 gallons the week be- 
fore, 

Gasoline exports were 317,180 gallons 
and benzine 199.100 for the previous 
week,

LUBRICATING OILS. 


With the output of the principal 
manufacturers of mineral lubricants 
sold up for the year, there seems no 
likelihood of any immediate price 
changes, despite the reduction in crude 
in various fields, although prices have 
been cut by several manufacturers of 
named proprietary lubricating oils, the 
range covering from ic. a gallon on 
sun bleached neutrals to 2@2%c. on 
non-viscous neutrals, 4@5c. on viscous 
neutrals and on cylinder’ stocks. 
These prices are reported as effective 
August 1. With demand sustained for

both foreign and domestic consump- 
tion, the prices quoted generally are 


nominal, since there is little or no 
stock available for prompt delivery.

Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., July 28, 1916. 


A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River comprising South- 
ern New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Southeastern, Central and Northwestern Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky for the week 
shows a nice gain in all parts of the producing 
industry, The week show the largest new 
production of any week for several months 
and indicates a heavy increase in the output 
of the wells. Conditicns throughout the petro- 
leum regions at this time is for a lower price 
for the crude oil at the welis, and a decline 
is expected at most any time, as stocks are 
piling up in the various fields. There is but 
slight chances for much of an increase in the 
production. to the east of the Mississippi River 
unless it happens in Kentucky and Tennéssee, 
for no other producing State has much of a 
chance for an increase in oil that would break 


the market values. The heavy production 
comes from the Oklahoma, Kansas and Texas 
fields, where gusher wells are being brought 


in from day to day. The increase for the week 
in review in the high grade fields in produc- 
tion of new wells shows a gain of 2,523 bar- 
rels, which is something out of the ordinary, 
and means that the larger concerns will at 
once slow up in active drilling work, On Mon- 
day the decline in prices of Oklahoma-Kansas 
oils, is only a forerunner of what may happen 
to the market, and other fields may get a drop 
within a very short time. The high price of 
material for the construction of storage is one 
of the great hampers at this time, and if the 
price is reduced operators will stop drilling 
as they they have been doing now for some 
months and by that time there may be some 
extra empty storage on hand to care for the 
growing production, 

A lower value for oil at the wells will mean 
that a large number of properties will change 
hands at lower prices, as many deals have 
been pending for some weeks and few of them 
are closed, as the buyers do not know where 
they are at, as even a few cents decline in the

sary. The explanation is that the production 
in the’ Oklahoma and Kansas fields. has been 
increasing so rapidly that it is feared there 
will be a recession in the market. A reduction 
would have more effect on depressing field 
work than the announcement that the trans- 
portaticon companies would take but a certain 
percentage of each producer's production. To 
reduce the crude market in the Mid-Continent 
field would likely depress the Eastern market. 
The hope of the Eastern producer is that the 
amount of Pennsylvania and high grade crude 
does not exceed the demand, The refiners are 
taking all the high grade frcm east of the 
Mississippi Kiver they can get and want more 
It is barely possible that this might for some 
time prevent a lowering of the credit balance 
market. At any rate the larger companies are 
adopting a conservative policy. The absence 
of gusher in the high grade fields is another 
thing that need cause no apprehensions as to 
overproduction. Under the most careful search 
for new producing territory during the past 
several months no new pools of any consider- 
able size have been discovered outside of the 
Irvine field, in Estill county, Kentucky, and 
the Cabin Creek field, in Kanawha county, 
West Virginia.

ous day. The oil rushes from the depths 
under such a great pressure that it is difficult 
to control it during the period of its eruption 
A pumping outfit is being installed and the 
oil will be used for fuel in other drilling 
operations which are being carried on by this 
company. 


The International Oil Company of Kansas 
City will give the town of Hayti, Missouri, a 
test in hope of finding either oil or gas in 


paying quantities. It was many years ago that 
this town was visited by an earthquake and a 


general shaking up in the stratas underlying 
that section of the country. Those familiar 
with the surroundings are of the opinion that 
there is a lake of oil near by, but the drill 
alone will find it, as the other part is all 
guess work. 

As a result of the cuts in oil runs by the 
Prairie Pipe Line Company in Kansas and 


Oklahoma, the Wichita Company has cancelled 
the order for 100 wells in the Augusta field. 
Twenty-five rigs have been shut down in Chau- 
tauqua county and fifteen or eighteen in the 
Augusta district. 

Nowata county, Oklahoma, is expected 
produce about 120,000 gallons of blended gaso- 
line daily, in the near future. There are 
eleven plants in the county in operation or 
under construction and plants in Rogers 
county, adjacent Nowata, increase the 
number to sixteen. Total investment in the 
business thereabouts is nearly $1,500,000. 

There has been a rush for leases to 
county, Oklahoma.

The advance hag been made, and 
immediately the week following twenty-eight 
new wells were reported, which number is 
practically the same for the total of new wells 
for three weeks previous to the advance. 

On the whole, the conditions in California 
are about as satisfactory as six months of 
prosperity could make them. ‘Marketing con- 
ditions make an overproduction practically im- 
possible, and there are yet 40,000,000 barrels 
in stock upon which to draw. 


Production and Shipments. 


Production for June totaled 7,643,136 barrels, 
a daily average of 254,771 barrels, as com- 
pared to May’s production of 7,724,184, a daily 
average of 249,167 The rate of production 
during June was higher than for any month 
in 1916, and was a daily average of 10,000 
barrels more than the production during 1915. 
Production, no doubt, will be still further 
increased owing to the advance in the price 
of oil, but will be on a steady incline rather 
than spasmodic, as results from increased field 
operations aré slow to be felt in California 
owing to the depth of the oil territory. 


Shipments continued at the high rate exist- 
ing during the past few months and totaled 
8,512,641 barrels, as compared to May ship- 
ments of 8,829,250 barrels. The daily aver- 
age for June was 285,755 barrels, being about 
1,000 barrels less than May's rate, Every 
indication points to a continuation of this con- 
dition in shipments, as the refiners frankly 
admit they need the oil and many are holding 
the sellers to the maximum amount of oil 
called for in their contracts.

The daily average production for June showed 


an increase of 5,604 barrels, as 
May, and was 8,947 barrels more than the 
1915 daily average. The increase, as shown 
by ‘he figures, was not steady in every field 
of the State, but fell largely on the Coalinga, 
Kern River, Santa Maria and Fullerton-Whit- 
tier fields. In the Midway-Sunset field a de- 
crease in production was noted, due to the 
falling off of several large wells. The Union's 
International lease well ceased flowing entire- 
ly, ‘which flowed at a-rate of approximately 
3,000 barrels a day. 


The Kern River and Coalinga fields are ex- 
periencing more new work than has been the 
case for several years. The success attending 
the endeavors of some of the larger compa- 
nies in opening up new territory in these fields 
shows up in the production for last month. 

In the Santa Maria fields the Union Oil Com- 
pany has increased its production by the 
process of deepening its old wells. In some 
cases the production has been increased over 
50 per cent. The Western Union in this same 
fiell has been experimenting with the process 
of shooting the sand of old wells that are 
about played out, and thereby increasing the 
production. In one case well No. 41 before 
shooting was dry. Upon shooting the sand 
with gelatine the well began pumping from 
fifty to seventy-five barrels per day. The 
straia in this section are one of the few 
which hold up under this treatment. 

In the Fullerton-Whittier fields the produc- 
tion was increased by about 2,000 barrels daily 
ave rage This is due to the steady increase 
of field operations and in a large part to the 
several excellent wells obtained in the East 
Coyote Hills by the Union, Amalgamated and 
Standard. The Amalgamated and Union each 
brought in a 2,000-barrel producer in this

New Work. 


The report of new work for the week ending 
July 15 as reported to the State Mining Bureau 
indicates that the slump which existed in new 
work for about a month previous has passed. 
Twenty-eight new wells were reported as com- 
pared to 13 the week previous. Eleven wells 
will be deepened or redrilled, 19 were tested 
for water shut off, and 4 were abandoned. 
The total of new wells started since the first 
of the year is now 408. 

Most of the new work is being carried on by 
the large companies operating in the Valley 
section. The General Petroleum has just 
started seven new wells in the Lost Hills-Bel- 
ridge section. Last week in this same section, 
19-26-21, the Lost Hills Development Company 
just started drilling five new wells, while the 
c. Cc. M. O. Company reported starting eight 
wells in the Midway, most of which are on 
6-32-23. 

No doubt the reason for the large amount of 
new work reported last week was the advance 
in the price of oil made by the Standard the 
week previous. Although the raise was but 5 
cents a barrel, it shows the attitude of the 
Standard to be consistent with market condi- 
tions.

Miscellaneous Notes, 


Owing to a protest by Mr. Birch, of the Birch 
Oil Company, operating in Brea Canyon, to 
the Orange county supervisors, a meeting will 
be held wherein the assessments of the various 
companies holding property adjoining the 
Birch lease will be investigated. Mr. Birch 
has made statements that his assessments 
were higher than they should be, and the offi- 
cials are acting promptly in an investigation 
of the true value of the various properties. 
Mr. Birch has applied for a reduction in his 
assessment from $645,120 to $30,240. 

Progress on the Santa Fe lease in the Olinda 
fie ds has been noticable. This lease has re- 
mained dormant for several years, but has re- 


cently been brought to life again. No. 26 Is 
drilling at 2,430 feet. No. 41 is down 1,980 
feet. Nos. 74 and 75 have just been started, 


while grading is in progress for No. 76. Sev- 
eral companies’ operations have been held up 
because of inability to secure lumber, owing 
to the longshoremen strike at San Pedro. The 
Santa Fe and Standard have both experienced 
trouble from this source, as it has hit all 
lumber companies in the south. 

The Standard is exceptionally active on its 
southern holdings, and is drilling some 23 
wells. Last week on the Emery lease a 2,000- 
barrel well was brought in. The Standard has 
excellent property near Fullerton, so that when 
a 2,000-barrel well is brought in by this com- 
pany it creates little or no excitement. The 
Fullerton production, however, reflects the 
Standard’s success in large wells.

Despite the steady decrease in production 
in the North Louisiana field and the pres- 
ent demand for ali grades of oil, a cut of

Drilling operations during the past Sear 


months have not been very successful and 
the daily output of the field continues to 
decline. Last week the daily average pro- 


duction from all districts amounted to 31,- 
990 barrels, a decrease of 1,670 barrels daily 
from that of the previous week. Of this 
amount 15,300 barrels were produced in De 
Soto and Red River and 16,690 barrels in 
Caddo and Northeastern Texas, the south- 
ern district showing a much more rapid de- 
crease than that of the old Caddo field. 

A very poor record was made in the field 
last week, new production amounting. to 
but 275 barrels daily from three produc- 
ing wells. In the Mooringsport district, in 
the Caddo field, the Gulf Refining Company 
completed Ferry Lake 53, section 24-20-16, 
making 125 barrels, and the Producers’ Oil 
Company completed a 50 barrel pumper in 
Lane Pitts Point 6, in the same section. 

In De Soto Parish, the Producers’ Oil 
Company completed Saunders C-14, section 
36-13-12, making 100 barrels, and the Gulf 
Refining Company got two dry holes on 
the Williams lease in section 30-13-11, 

A wildeat well drilled by A. W. Baird 
on the George lease in section 24-19-15, 
three miles northeast of Blanchard, Caddo 
Parish, proved a dry hole and has been 
abandoned, 

There is a growing conviction among op- 
erators in the North Louisiana field that 
the drill has never yet gone deep enough to 
obtain the best results and plans are being 
formulated to drill several deep tests in dif- 
ferent localities to test this theory. One of 
these wells has already been started by the 
Producers’ Oil Company, who _ installed 
special machinery and drilling rig on the 
Harrell lease in the Caddo field, and are 
down 3,000 with the intention of drilling to 
4,000, if ofl is not struck before. It is 
reported that one of the big companies is 
going to make a deep test in the rich gas 
territory recently discovered just south of 
Shreveport, wells drilled to the usual 2,300 
and 2,500-foot depth having failed to pro- 


duce oil, and a deep test will also be made 
by James F. Gallagher on some fee land 
recently purchased east of Lewis in the 


Caddo field. 
In Bossier Parish, another 20,000.900-foot

Customs Appraisers’ Decisions. 





Bone Black. 


The Harshaw, Fuller & Goodwin Com- 
pany, Cleveland, was upheld by the Board 
of General Appraisers in the claim that 
merchandise described on the invoices as 
“animal black”’ should have been return- 
ed free of duty, under paragraph 447 of 
the tariff act of 1913. It was assessed 
at the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 53 as a pigment. The 
assistant superintendent of the plant of 
the importers testified at the hearing that 
the merchandise involved was used as a 
bleaching material in the manufacture 
of cream of tartar and tartaric acid, and 





that it was never used as a pigment. The 
examiner at the port of Cleveland who 
passed upon the merchandise testified 
that the importation involved was the 
same as that covered by protest 750846 
and 759957, decided by the board April 2, 
1915. In harmony with that decision the 


protests were sustained. 





Salts or Compounds of Antimony. 


‘the Board of General Appraisers sus- 
tained the protests of importers in regard 


to the classification of salts or com- 
pounds of antimony and oxide of anti- 
mony. The protests were submitted on a 


stipulation entered into between the at- 
torneys for the importers and the Assist- 
ant Attorney General for the United 
States. In the case of United States 
v. Innis, Speiden & Co., Court of 
Customs Appeals, the record in which 
was incorporated in and made part of 
the record in this case, it was decided 
that salts or compounds of antimony were 
not covered by the provision in para- 
graph 144 for “antimony oxide, salts and 
compounds of.”’ This provision, the court 


held, should be construed as if it were 
written “salts and compounds of anti- 
mony oxide.’”” The board decided that 


inasmuch as the merchandise is a chem- 
ical compound, but not specially provided 
for, it should be relegated for classifica- 
tion te the general provision in para- 
graph 5 for “all chemical compounds, 
not specially provided for,’’ as alleged by 
the importers. That claim in the pro- 
tests is therefore sustained. The pro- 
testing importers were:—The Import 
Chemical Company; C. B. Chrystal, 
Fuerst Bros. & Co.; Innis, Speiden & 
Co., A. Klipstein & Co., and Massce & 
Co. 


Smelling Salts and Scented Talcum 
Powder. 


The board overruled the 
Lamont, Corliss & Co. against the Col- 
lector’s assessment of duty on smelling 
and taleum powder, scented. The 
talcum powder was classified as a toilet

preparation under paragraph 48, act of 
1913, and assessed at §& per cent. ad va- 
lomer. It is claimed dutiable at 15 per 
cent. under paragraph 69, providing for 
“talcum, ground tale, etc.”” In a prev- 
ious decision of the board it was held 


that scented talcum powder was properly 
classifiable as a toilet preparation, and, 
in harmony with that decision the protest 
was overruled. As to the so-called smell- 
ing salts, being put up im bottles, it was 
returned as a medicinal preparation put 
up in packages of less than 2% pounds 
gross weight, under paragraph 17. It is 
claimed to be dutiablesunder paragraph 
5, Which provides for chemical or medic- 


inal compounds, preparations, mixtures 
and salts. The record in the case, ac- 
cording to the decision, is meager and 
the mere proof of a sample does not 


sufficiently imdicate whether the 
stance is a medicinal or chemical com- 
pound or similar article. The assessment 
under paragraph 17, because of the form 
of the package was held to be correct 
and the protests overruled.

Price cutting operations in the drug 
market have not been confined of late 
to the concessions and outright reduc- 
tions in the asking figures of specu- 
lative interests and other second 
hands, as hitherto, but have been ex- 
tended so as to include several in- 
stances of severe price-slashing by 
some importers of crude drugs and 
domestic manufacturers of medicinal 
preparations, Most noteworthy among 
the further lowerings of quotations, 
which have again far outnumbered the 
advances have been the cuts made in 
prices named for bromine, both tech- 
nical and pharmacopoeial qualities; 
monobromated camphor, chemically 
pure and dynamite glycerine, caffeine 
alkaloid, Newfoundland codliver oil, 
formaldehyde, lycopodium and rochelle 
salt and seidlitz mixture as well as 
cream of tartar. In the botanical 
drug department there have also been 
additional sharp concessions in bal- 
sam Peru, condurango bark, Curacao 
aloes in cases, amber sorts of gum 
arabic, digitalis leaves, horehound, 
French marjoram, ordinary licorice 
root, in bales; aletris or true unicorn 
root, star anise seed, caraway seed, 
Mogador cumin seed and Japan wax. 
Increased production, keen competi- 
tion, fear of a speedy termination of 
the European war, the waning of the 
domestic as well as the export demand, 
have all played a part in this reces- 
sion. 

High prices have been named, how- 
ever, for liquid guaiacol and guaiacol 
carbonate, lithia carbonate, corn syrup, 
corn sugar, nitrate of silver, benzoic 
acid made from toluol, gallic acid, 
patchouli oil, in some hands; German 
marjoram, Greek sage leaves, aconite 
root, Spanish anise seed, South Amer- 
ican canary seed, Manchurian hemp 
seed and Dutch poppy seed. The up- 
lift of quotations for these articles, 
with the exception of the -products, 
has been due chiefly to a growing 
scarcity in spot stocks which does not 
appear likely to be relieved for some 
time to come. Midsummer apathy, 
however, continues to curtail buying 
by domestic consumers and has alone 
prevented additional sharp uplifts in 
these and a few other commodities 
whose supplies are now depleted. 

Advices from London telling of a 
prohibition placed by a royal procla- 
mation upon further importation of 
opium and cocaine into the United 
Kingdom have been without influence 
in the local market for these narcotics, 
These advices, which were received at 
the close of the week, add, however, 
that there has been considerable agi- 
tation recently in Great Britain against 
the sale of cocaine, which, it is as- 
serted, has been used in increasing 
quantities since the beginning of the 
war and especiatly within the last year, 
suggesting strongly that the taking 
of this drug has become a habit with 
many subjects of that government who 
are not in need of it.

OPIUM. 


As further accumulations of stocks 
have resulted from the recent further 
waning of the domestic as well as the 
export demand for this basic narcotic, 
New York importers have lowered 
their prices again and are now oOffer- 
ing Turkey druggists’ gum on a basis 
of $11 per pound in cases and the pow- 
dered and granular grades at $12.15 per 
pound. There has been no improve- 
ment in buying operations of late, and 
a weak undertone still pervades the 


market. No additional marking down 
of quotations is believed to be immi- 
nent, however, as the importers are 
generally planning to hold their goods 
at present levels until it has been de- 
termined whether the latest conces- 
sions exert a stimulating influence 
upon the purchasing movement. Stocks 
ot opium in bond at the port of New 
York on 
amounted to 31,162 pounds, or only 950 
pounds less than on June 1, when they 
reached 32,112 pounds, as compared 
with 68,652 pounds on July 1, 1915. 
MORPHINE, 


Despite the meager character of the 
demand from domestic and foreign 
consumers and the recent lowering of 
prices for opium, domestic manufac- 
turers of this derivative continue to 
hold their output on a bulk basis of 
$5.50 per ounce for the muriate and sul- 
phate forms, in 25-ounce lots, in one 
delivery. 

CODEINE, 

American manufacturers are. still 
maintaining their stocks and output 
on a bulk basis of $8.50 per ounce for 
the alkaloid description, in 10-ounce 
lots, in one delivery, notwithstanding 
a further falling off in the demand and 
the additional weakening of the opium 
market, 

Shipments of cinchona bark from 
Java to Europe for June are reported 
to have amounted to 1,000,575 Dutch 
pounds, as compared with only 498,000 
Dutch pounds for the corresponding 
month of last year. 

QUININE, 

Only a moderate demand was report- 
ed for the salts until late in the week, 
but at the close a better demand de- 
veloped and sales of 5,000 ounces were 


made by second hands at 64%c. and 
65c. on Friday. Negotiations with 
the Greek Government for a con- 


siderable quantity appear to have fall- 
en through and the United States 
Government -has failed to place its 
long-expected additional contracts for 
supplemental lots, deemed necessary 
in connection with the mobilizing of 
the National Guard, but second hands 
have stiffened their views and®"re now 
holding out for 65@70c. for the com- 
paratively small lots of American and 
Dutch salts which they still hold and 
are not making any concessions in 
new transactions. The domestic man- 
ufacturers continue to hold their out- 
put firmly on a bulk basis of 75c. per 
ounce in 100-ounce lots. Latest ar- 
rivals have included 14 cases from Rot- 
terdam and 25 cases from Batavia. 
SUNDRY DRUGS AND MISCELLANE- 
OUS ITEMS, 
ACETPHENETIDIN.—A great scarc- 
ity of this coal-tar derivative is noted 


in the local market, supplies in sev- 
eral quarters being exhausted, and 
holders continue to ask the abnor- 
mally high figures represented in a 
range of $30@32.

BEANS. 

VANILLA.—Extract makers are buy- 
ing extensively of Mexican, Bourbon 
and Tahiti beans and the market pre- 
sents a constantly stiffening appear- 
ance in consequence of the general be- 
lief that the 1915-1916 crop of Mexican 
beans will not be in excess of 185,000 
pounds of whole beans and cuts and 
that of the cuts of this crop only 5,000 
pounds now remain unsold in Mexico. 
Estimates on the 1916-1917 Mexican crop 
suggest a very small yield, because of 
the depredations wrought by the cy- 
clone and tornado of last October, 
which are noted in serious damages to 
the vines on the coast and in some of 
the inland producing districts. Latest 
estimates on the 1916-1917 crop are still 
for not more than 30,000 pounds of 
cuts and not more than 110,000 pounds 
of whole beans. Even with the sup- 
plementing of Bourbon beans, avail- 
able here, it is figured that require- 
ments this year will be 100,000 pounds 
in excess of the supply of Mexican 
beans. Local importers continue to 
hold their Mexican whole beans at 
$4.50@6, according to brand, and their 
cuts at $3.75@4.25. 

Bourbons are in very active demand 
and strongly maintained in Paris, Mar- 
seilles and Bordeaux as well as in 
New York on advices from the produc- 
ing islands telling of unabated deterio- 
ration of the fruit and the vines them- 
selves by pests and of the worn-out 
condition of many of the _ vines, 
through failure of the cultivators to 
replant for at least three years. Local 
operators are still holding their stocks 
at $2.60 for ordinary qualities while 
asking $2.75@3.50 for good beans. 

South American beans are in very 
light supply and strongly held here at 
$3.25@3.50 for good quality Guadaloupe 
beans and at $3.75@4 for superior of- 
ferings. 

Tahitis are still very firmly held on 
a growing scarcity on a basis of $1.60@ 
1.65 for green label goods. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 

AMBER.—Although virtually bare of 
both crude and rectified grades until 
recently, the local market now boasts 
a few very limited lots of this oil, which

$2.50@2.60 and bitter orange oil at $2.25 
@2.75. 

PATCHOULI.—Some local holders 
have raised their prices 50c. further 
and are now asking a minimum of $18. 
A few offers are still being made, how-

FLOWERS. 


CHAMOMILE.—Ad@Gvices from Europe 
state that the Spanish, Italian, Hun- 
garian-Austrian, as well as the Bel- 
gian or Roman crops ef these flowers 
are very late in maturing this year, 
so tHat little substantial relief from 
the present shortage is to be looked 
for within the near future. Genuine

HOREHOUND.—An easier market 
has been developed of late, as more 


liberal offerings have been made and 
the demand has waned to still small- 
er proportions. Prices have conse- 
quently been dropped to 18@20c. 
MARJORAM.—German goods are 
still very scarce and are now being 
held at 36@42c., according to quality.

ROOTS. 


ACONITE.—Spot stocks of this root 
have become almost exhausted of late 
and for the few small lots which are 
still being offered a minimum of 70c. 
is now being asked. Several sales 
have already been made at that figure. 

GOLDEN SEAL.—A strong market 
continues to be noted for this root, 
as the outlook for the 1916 yield is 
far from bright and the demand is in- 
creasing daily.

ANISE.—Spanish seed is in only 
light supply and local holders have 
marked their prices up a quarter cent 
further to 134%@14\%c.

CANARY.—South American seed, in 
the absence of liberal receipts, has 
been advanced to the extent of a quar-

A gradual settling of prices is noted 
in many chemical items. Stocks held 
by speculators are now being liquidat- 
ed and the market is feeling the effects 
of resales at a time when demand is 
not usually active. Caustic soda and 
soda ash have not changed in prices 
materially, but at times the tone has 
been easier, particularly in the former 
item. Bleaching powder values have 
shown more clearly the influence of 
second hand competition and the mar- 
ket has presented a very unsettled ap- 
pearance. The acids with the excep- 
tion of lactic are slowly becoming eas- 
ier on account of increased manufac- 
ture in several lines and the fact that 
producing interests are rapidly catch- 
ing up with old contract orders. Sul- 
phuric and nitric acids are more clear- 
ly effected by these conditions. Oxalic 
acid is under the control of jobbers 
on spot and trading is chiefly in small 


lots. Lactic acid is firm at 44c. a 
pound for 22 per cent. Makers of 
cream of tartar have reduced prices 
2c. a pound to 40c.; second hands are 
shading this figure. Glaubers salt is 
easier, with keener competition noted 


among sellers. Carbon tetrachloride is 


easier, with sellers at 17%c. a pound, 
against a former price of 19c.

or the abnormally high figures demand- 
ed for it. Tankage continues to rise in 
price, chiefly in consequence of a 
scarcity of labor needed for shipping 
operations. Fish scrap is also advan 
cing briskly, as fishing operations 
in the North have continued highly un- 
satisfactory, and only slight improve- 
ment has been reported within the week 
from Delaware Bay, where better re- 
turns have been prevented by recent 
storms and otherwise inclement weather. 


Nitrate of soda is moving only slowly 
into consuming channels, and is still 


being offered freely by leading import- 
ers at the levels hitherto noted. Dried 
blood and other animal ammoniates are 


also moving upward, in consequence 
of the shortage in labor for ship- 
ping. A firm market is likewise noted 


for potash salts, as buying by fertilizer 
manufacturers is improving slightly, 


while the chemical trade continues to 
extend its purchases of the muriat 
grades. Acid phosphate is in very cur- 
tailed request, and manifests a slightly

Producers in the Mis- 
souri River district, who are not 
handicapped quite so much by labor 
troubles, are able to name _ prices 
which, in most instances, are slightly 
lower than the Chicago basis figures, 
and they are now making most of the 
deliveries to Southern and Southwest- 


ern consignors. The entire market 
nanifests considerable strength and 
an unmistakably advancing tendency. 
No further concessions are being made 
on unground steamed bone, which, 
although quiet, is being sold occasion- 
ally at figures a trifle below $21 per ton, 
Chicago basis, while still quoted nomi- 
nally at that level in that city. Bone 
meal is in fair demand on a bulk basis 


of $23 per ton, Chicago, and concen- 
trated tankage is moving in moderate 
way at $2.25 per unit of ammonia, Chi- 
cego basis. Horns and hoofs are in 
light inquiry, and are manifesting an 
easier undertone in the West daily. 


Glue stock is in fair demand, and stead- 
ily maintained. Bone meal is slightly 
more active for all descriptions, and 
junk bones are stronger, as the buying 
movement is increasing. 

FISH SCRAP.—With no improvement 
reported in the fishing returns in North- 
ern waters, and with only a slight gain 
in the catch at Lewes, on the Chesa- 
peake, fish scrap has been marked up 
to $3.10@3.25 and 10 for 11 per cent. 
ammonia and 14 per cent. bone phos- 
phate, delivered in 3altimore, while 
some sellers are unwilling to book or- 
ders at these figures. At the outset of 
the week fishing conditions in the South 
appeared to have been bettered mate- 
rially, and the outlook there favored a 


greatly augmented catch. Later, how- 
ever, unfavorable weather destroyed 
once more the hope which had been 


entertained for a greatly enlarged catch, 
Buyers are still conservative in placing 
contracts, withholding orders in some 
instances because of their persistent be- 
lief that more liberal offers will be made 
by producers at materially lower figures 
as soon as fishing operations show im- 
provement worthy of notice. 
NITRATE OF SODA.—As fairly free 
offers are still being made of this ar- 
ticle, while the demand continues very 
limited, spot goods continue available,

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — A 
stronger market has been created of 
late for domestic goods, although the 


demand is not especially active, and a 
majority of handlers are now asking 
$3.50@3.55 for prompt deliveries, while 
still quoting $3.40@3.55 per 100 pounds 
for futures. English sulphate is scarce- 
ly moving at all in this direction, and is 


being shipped to Japan only in very 
sma’'l quantities. Licenses for ship- 
ments are still being granted, without 


much difficulty for the shipper, but, be- 
cause of an unrelieved scarcity of ton- 
nage, it is very troublesoms to effect 
shipments. American consumers are 
loath to buy the English goods, chiefly 
because of the abnormally high figures 
which are still being asked for them by 
holders abroad. 

PHOSPHATES, 
PHOSPHATES.—An: easy un- 
dertone continues to be noted in the 
market for this material, as the demand 
has diminished still further of late. The 
method of quoting this article has been 
changed by most leading handlers to a 
ton, in place of a unit, basis, and the 
goods are now bing offered at $10.50@ 
i2 per ton, according to description, with 
911 generally asked for the 16 per cent. 
variety. Stocks are still relatively small, 
and there seems to be little prospect for 
replenishment within the near future 
In consequence sellers are disinclined to

While the developments in the fertilizer 
trade, including the movement of crude 
Stocks, ar thus far without special imo- 
ment, the general situation being rather 
quict, the time is approaching when some 
decided moves al looked for, and when 
the manufacturers of mixtures will begin 
to buy. it will not be long now before 
the requirements of these manufacturers 
will assume a more urgent form than they 
have heretofor shown, and when orders 
will have t be placed, if, for no other 
reason, because this business cannot be in- 
definitely postpone As it is, Steps toward 
augmenting the stocks of crude materials 
at the factories have been delayed so long 
that when once the movement gets under 
way it is likely to take on a more active 
form than is usually the case. Up to the 
present time there are no very decided in- 
aications as to what the needs of the mak- 
ers of mixtures will be, but the buyers are 
sradually getting around to the view that 
whatever new developments in the situation 
will take place, they will require some 
time to assume definite and distinct shape, 
but meanwhile they cannot to any pro 
nounced degree atfect the arrangements al 
ready under way For instance, if the war 
were to end shortly, potash, in all prob- 
wbility, would not be immediately forth 
coming, though price re ssions might take 
pla almost at once. Months might elapse 
before the supplies of potash imported would 
attain sufficiently large proportions to meet 
the wants*of the fertilizer trade, but ie 
supplying of consumers With mixtures would 
have to go naturally upon the old basis here 
being no opportunity for the trade to ad 
just itself to a new one It much the 
same with some other supphes, though the 
lTnited States is not, of course, so com- 
pletely cut off from them.

The weather is largely 
blamed for the backwardness ol things. 





Continued warm, quiet weather is r garded 
as most favorable for the lieet. The cuon- 


dition as to temperature has been met, but 
there have been frequent and heavy rains, 
and storms moving up the coast have served 
to keep the fish away from the surface, 
and prospects are rather for a continuance 
of this state of affairs. in view of the 
drawbacks to fishing, the price quoted on 
scrap is not regarded as high, the latest 
figures being around $3.10 and 190, delivered 
at baltimore. According to some reports, 
as high as $3.25 and 10 has been realiz d, 
but such statements cann be traced to 
a definile source With the largec part of 


the season still abead of them, the scrap 
interests cannot be said to view the pros- 
pect with misgivings, but so far they can- 
not resist a feeling of disappointment at 


the results attained. 

TANKAG The trade in tankage is quiet, 
but the Western sellers are boosting the 
quotations on the circumstance largely that 
the time is nearer at hand when the buy- 
ers wiil have te make provision rv theic 
probable needs. The higner quotations, 
therefore, are not the resuli of actual in- 
quiry or of demand, but are to be re- 
garded more in the nature of feelers 
thrown out to see how the buyers will re- 
gard them. So far ihe response has been 
very indifferent or entirely iacking, and the 
figures mentioned by the large Western pro- 
ducers are largely nominal, they being around 
$3.20 and 10, c. a f. basis Baltimore, for 
11 and 15 high yvrade ground tani Some 
supplies are acquired trom nearby producers 
at a considerable reduction under this price, 
but, of course, with the manufacturers of 
mixtures definitely in the :narket, this tear- 
by tankage woud not begin to supply the 
wants developed. Whether, when the move- 
ment starts in normally, the Western ideas 
of values will hold, remains to be seen, but 
for the present they must be said to r2pre- 
sent the market. 

BLOOD.-—-Owing largely to conditions in 
the South, which section continues to hold 
back with regard to animal ammoniates, 
and is perhaps not in a good pvsition to 
buy freely, the situation with respect to 
ground blood is decidedly weaker than in 
the other animal ammoniate. While under 
ordinary conditions, ground blood c »mmands 
higher prices because of its being in smaller 
supply, at the present time it is appreciably 
under tankage, the figure given being $3.02% 
for spot and futures. The South, as the 
chief buyer, being apparently cut of the 
market or not ¢et having gotten in as far 
as the requirements of the next season are 
concerned, it follows that there is no de- 
mand that wouid make any real impres- 























sion upon the trade, which drifts along 
without change. Just what the range of 
values will be when the real showdown 


comes remains to be seen. For the pres- 
ent there is no actual test of the market. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—tThe business done in 
acid phosphate just now is very quiet, but 
all indications encourage expectations that 
this state of things will not long endure 
The signs point to a very decided revival 
before long, with the supplies available for 
the fertilizer trade apparently by no means 
large. In fact, the impression is entertained 
by not a few men who nave followed de- 
velopments that a positive scarcity of acid 
may be disclosed as soon 4s the work of 
actually taking up supplies begins. The cur- 
rent quotations remain at $11 for 18 per 
cent and at $10.50 for 14 per cent, acid 
phosphate, with no prospect of a reaction. 
These prices appear consiferably under 
those that have been given, but as a mat- 
ter of fact they represent much smaller 
recessions, being based on actual business, 
while the high figures were to a coneider- 
able extent nominal. The producers still 
seem to be able to get orders in impressive 
number and volume outside of the fertilizer 
trade, and no abatement of activity at the 
factories is being noted. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—With one more 
cargo of nitrate of soda in, a slight easing 
off in the quotations is to be noted, spot 
being held at $3.05 and futures at $3.07%2, 
against $3.07 spot and future several weeks 
ago. This recession is probably due not so 
much to the new arrivals, but to lower 
ocean freight rates The present situation 
also suggests that the period of the high- 
est prices based upon war conditions has 
passed, and that with the realization less 
unsettling than the anticipation, there has 
come the moderate reaction which usually 
follows. The t le in the main is with- 
out unusual developments, the manufac- 
turers of mixtures being disposed to delay 
orders as long as possible 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The price of 
sulphate of ammonia is rather firmer and 
even higher than it has been, the latest 
figures given being around $3.50, against 
$3.40, and this quotation covering all 
months from August to May, 1917. The 
value given, of course, applies to domestic 
stocks solely, imports being too high in 
price to receive consideration from the fer- 
tilizer men. It does not appear that the 
demand has yet become at all insistent, and 
the extent of the movement is restricted 
to decidedly narrow proportions, 

POTASH.—No figures on potash are ob- 
tainable here, but it is said that scme pot- 
ash has been sold in New York on the 
basis of $290 per ton for muriate, which is 
not much more than half the amount asked 
during the period of greatest advance. With 
potash, like with many other things, it is 
largely a case of strength when everybody 
is using it and of an easing off when sup- 
plies become so scarce that the wants of 
the buyers cannot be met. In course of 
time the consumer gets out of the habit 
of using a commodity, and it becomes just 
as hard to create a market again as it did 
before, prices meanwhile dropping. 

BONE.—There is no change in the sit- 
uation with respect to bone. The_ stocks 
in hand are probably not large, and while 
quiet prevails in the trade, as in other 
divisions, the quotations are maintained at 
$82 for 4% and 50 ground raw bone, and 
$28 for 3 and 50 ground steamed bone, 


CHICAGO. 
Chicago, July 26, 1916. 


Conditions governing trading in high grade 
tankage and blood have been narrowed down 
so that producers are only willing to quote 
for shipment to points south and those easily 
reached by favorable freight rates from Mis- 
souri River points. The market may be quoted 
for these points at $2.75 per unit of ammonia 
and 10c. B. P. Ll. for 11-15 round tankage, 
and $2.85 per unit of ammonia for 17 high 
grade ground blood, freight to be computed 
as if shipped from Chicago. This figures out 
$1 per ton higher in some cases, as many 
points could be served at a lower freight. 
This condition necessarily restricts trading, 
and if the season were further advanced the 
market would become excited by the efforts 
of frightened buyers to get their supply. Labor 
conditions having brought about this state of 
affairs, will necessarily be responsible for fur- 
ther complications as the season grows older 
and the situation is not viewed complacently 
by either side, sellers or buyers. If tankage 
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and blood cannot be moved, owing to scarcity 
of labor, the increased cost of moving it will 
not show an added profit to the producer; it 
simply being a case of charging buyers with 
actual net increased cost, the buyers being 
willing to pay this increase in order to get the 
goods on time. 

The stiffening of rates for steamed bone 
would be in evidence if there were much urg- 
ent buying, but in the absence of it quota- 
tions remain the same—that is, $21 a ton for 
1 and 65 unground f. o. b. Chicago, and $23 
a ton for 3 and 5O bone meal f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, both bulk basis. There are no que 
tions available on raw bone meal. Price 
would be so high that trading would be pro- 
hibitive. AIl non-organic ammoniates are very 
quiet and practically no trading is reported in 
this market. 

Country tankage in fair demand, with 
prices somewhat easier, and $2.30 per unit 
or ammonia and lic. per unit B. P. L. is be 
ing offered by buyers. Offerings are not over- 
liberal, but are on a par as to volume with 
other years at about this time. 

HORNS AND HOOFS.—There is no improve- 
meut apparent in the market this week and 
trading is of little account. Buyers are show- 
ing little or no interest and ‘holders are keep- 
ing prices steady. Quotations:—Cows, bulls, 
culls and small range from $35 to $70 a ton 
f. o. b. Chicago; 1 steer horns, $130@135 
a ton; No. a ton; No. 3, $45 a ton; 
hoofs, § a ton for ordinary packer

GLUE STOCK.—The market is steady and 
dull Trading is light and inquiries are com- 
paratively few Buyers are holding off for 
lower prices. Quotations:—Packers’ scrap hide 
trimmings, $16@17.50 a ton f. o. b. Chicago; 
green salted pates, shanks and hide trim- 
mings, $19@21 a ton; packers’ sinews, $25@ 
27.50 a ton, less 5 per cent. salt allowance; 
untry sinews around $21.50@22.50 a ton. 

BON ES.—Business in this commodity is fair- 
ly good and prices remain steady.

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A prominent fertilizer broker who has just 
returned from a trip along the South Atlantic 
coast today said that he found conditions there 
y encouraging for the fertilizer industry. 
‘The situation in the Sotuh looks very good 
to me,’’ he said, ‘‘for the reason that the 
farmers there are raising splendid crops, al- 
though they have had to use fertilizers with 
little or no potash in them. The farmers have 
been inclined to be very timid about jnvest- 
ing in fertilizers since the EPuropean war in- 
terfered with the importation of potash, They 
feared that such fertilizers as they could get 
would not bring results and that their ex- 
penditures would prove a loss, which explains 
the great curtailment in their purchases of 
these goods The crops already produced thig 
spring and summer, however, have proven their 
fears groundless. In Virginia, for instance, 
the potato crop is the best they have had for 
years, and, with the high prices prevailing 
for tubers, the farmers are getting bigger 
returns than they dared hope for. The same 
is true cf many other crops in other States 
of the South, Even the cotton crop has done 
well, despite the lack of potash. With the 
farmers and cotton producers so well pleased 
with the results it is generally believed that 
there will be a much better demand for fer- 
tilizers this coming season, with a consequent 
enhancement in prices.

Increased Sales of Lime in 1915. 


The lime sold in the United States in 
1915, according to the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, amounted to 3,589,679 short 
tons, valued at $14,336,756, an increase of 
6.2 per cent. in quantity and 8 per cent. 
in value over the figures for 1914. The 
average price pe: ton, $3.99, was 7 cents 
more than that of 1914. The value of lime 
sold for chemical works, sugar factories, 
fertilizer, steel works, and miscellaneous 
valued at 32,457,602, an increase of 12.8 
per cent. in quantity and 9.7 per cent. 
in value over the sales in 1914. The aver- 
age price per ton in 1915, however, 
purposes increased and more than offset 
decreases in the value of lime sold for 
building, paper mills, and tanmeries. The 
number of plants in operation decreased 
from 9%4 in 1914 to 95 in i915, and the 
number of kilns in active operation from 
2,406 to 2,331. 

Sales of hydrated lime continued to in- 
crease in 1915, amounting to 581,114 tons, 
dropped 12 cents, to $4.23.

Dull trading with unimportant price 
changes featured the securities market 
during the interval. Summer dullness 
was noted all through the financial 
district and the week’s developments 
appeared to have little effect on secur- 
ity values.

For- 
eign selling, which lately went on in 
great amount, and which is still going 
on steadily, though in lessened volume, 
might easily have depressed prices 
more than it has within the last six 
months were it not for the many in- 
fluences which make for a strength- 
ened position in American industry 
and in American finance. At no other 
stage in our economic history could we 
have withstood such selling so well.

Money rates 
are a shade easier, and there seems to 
be a tendency to settle to the lower 
levels recorded early in the summer.

Offers are heard 
on futures with prices below the spot 
quotation, and in some quarters 22c, 
per pound can be done. 
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Merchants’ Association Shows U. S. 
Dyemakers Are Ready to Export 
Dyestuffs. 


Many foreign inquirers have visited or 
written to the Merchants’ Association of 
New York asking it to suggest the names 
of American firms to which they might 
apply for dyes of different kinds. In 
order to ascertain the wishes of the trade 
in respect to this, the Foreign Trade Bu- 
reau of the Association canvassed all of 
the American manufacturers of artificial 
dyestuffs to learn whether or not they 
desire the association to furnish their 
names te foreign firms inquiring for their 
goods. 

On the whole the results of this canvass 
are suprising, indicating as they de that 
an unexpected amount of coloring mate- 
rial is uvailable fer export. 

American dye manufacturers are inter- 
ested in foreign sales and do wish to be 
informed of foreign inquiries. 

In most instances the company contem- 
plated making small offerings for immedi- 
ate delivery in order to win and held, as 
long as possible, any oversea business it 
can get, 

Although the investigation is not yet 
complete, the Foreign Trade Bureau now 
has replies from twelve firms producing 
artificial dyestuffs in the United States, 
nine of which have stated that they are 
in a position to consider export business 


at the present time or that they will be 
in the near future. Among the celors
